NEW LINDBERGH 
EVIDENCE 


As we go to press, preparations are be 
ing made for the submission of new affida- 
vits containing heretofore unrevealed facts 
pertaining to the alleged kidnapping and 
murder of Charles Augustus Lindbergh, Jr. 

Figure 1 accompanying this article is the 
Solar chart of the witness, who, for the 
present, we will call Mr. “X.” He was 
found by the American Astrology Magazine. 

Mr. “X” claims to have known of plans 
to kidnap the Lindbergh child on February 
25th, 1932, five days prior to the actual 
kidnapping. 

Mr. “X” is a member of the Bar in the 
State of New York. He is a responsible 
citizen whose reputation and record have 
been checked by the American Astrology 
Magazine. He was formerly in the U. 5. 
Department of Justice and has been a close 
friend of at least one President of the 
United States. On February 25th, 1932 
he was employed in the Prohibition Depart 
ment. He was conducting a survey 
various rum ships. 
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on file with the American Astrology Maga- 
zine, in which he states that on February 
oth, 1932, while working as an under- 
cover agent for the Prohibition Department, 
he was advised of plans to kidnap the Lind- 
bergh child. 

The accompanying diagram (Fig. 2) is 
the floor plan of a certain hotel near 
Herald Square in New York City. 

According to the affidavit, now in the files 
of the American Astrology Magazine, Mr. 
“X” entered the lobby of this hotel at 9:00 
AM., on February 25th, 1932 to keep an 
appointment with his superior in the Pro- 
hibition Department. In the diagram, “S” 
represents the superior of Mr. “X.” 

“X” entered the hotel from the north 
entrance. His superior “S” had not arrived. 
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| make So he seated himself at point marked (1). 
money “S” then arrived, and not seeing “xX” 
Ae crossed the lobby to the south. 





At this time, a gentleman whose name

with the Lindbergh case (Not Hauptmann) 
entered the main lobby from the south, com- 
ing either from the rear lobby or the Coffee 
Room (now the bar). In the diagram, this 
gentleman appears as Mr. “O.” 

“S” and “O” meet at the point marked 
(2). They are engaged in conversation for 
forty minutes. As they talk, two men are 
seated beside them, watching and listening 
to the conversation. These men appear in 
the diagram as “Y” and “Z.” 

As the conversation between “S” and 
“O” is completed, “S” walks to rear lobby. 
“Z” rises and engages in conversation with 
“O” at point marked (3). “X” follows “S” 
into rear lobby (4) where a third gentle- 
man, “V” meets them. The three engage 
in conversation. In the presence of “V,” 
“X” warns “S” against “O” and asks what 
the conversation was about. 

“S” replied that “O” had stated he was 
making an investigation in New Jersey. 

At this point “Z” enters rear lobby, takes

“X” returns to the rear lobby (7) where 
he seats himself with a newspaper.

i oUR preceding article we studied 
analytically the significance of the various 
angular relations (“aspects”) which could 
be derived from the zodiacal positions of 
the planets. In following this procedure 
we have of course to isolate two planets 
and to concentrate on an analysis of the 
way in which the two factors of a human 
personality which these planets symbolize 
are related within the whole personality. 
The difficulty, however, is how to take into 
full consideration the last words of the 
preceding sentence: “within the whole per- 
sonality.” Obviously a trine of Uranus to 
Neptune in the chart of a Mussolini will 
not have the same significance as the same 
trine in a chart otherwise different. To 
isolate this Uranus-Neptune trine and claim 
that it has one single particular meaning 
is to play a great game of self-deceit. This 
is the great fallacy of a strictly analytical 
approach to any matter which constitutes 
aliving whole. Any factor in such a whole 
teacts creatively upon every other factor, 
and no factor can be intelligently under- 
stood except all other factors be considered 
—plus the inter-relationship of all factors, 
each to each and each to the whole. 

This is what modern science, and modern 
psychology in particular, are beginning to 
discover; and it makes matters very com- 
plex indeed. Perhaps the most outstanding 
work in which the new attitude towards 
wholes is explained in a philosophical and 
very lucid manner is a book by General Jan 
Smiitts “Holism and Evolution” (1926). In 
this book the great statesman who proves 
to be an equally great thinker and scientist, 
interprets the trend of modern thought, es- 
pecially in relation to the scientific concept 
of biological—and spiritual as well—evolu- 
tion. We may devote a whole article some 
day to the discussion of the idea of “holism” 
and its most capital bearing upon the 
theory of astrology, but we shall content 
ourselves at present with bringing out a 
couple of brief quotations as a sort of in- 
troduction to the subject of this discussion

Interpreting the Planetary 


a Whole 


Dane Rudhyar 


Says General Smiitts: “Both matter and 
life consist of unit structures whose ordered 
grouping produces natural wholes which 
we call bodies or organisms. This char- 
acter of ‘wholeness’ meets us everywhere 
and points to something fundamental in 
the universe. Holism (from olos—whole) 
is the term here coined for this fundamental 
factor operative towards the creating of 
wholes in the universe. . . . Taking a plant 
or an animal as a type of whole, we notice 
the fundamental holistic characters as a 
unity of parts which is so close and intense 
as to be more than the sum of its parts; 
which not only gives a particular conforma- 
tion or structure to the parts but so relates 
and determines them in their synthesis that 
their functions are altered. The synthesis 
affects and determines the parts so that 
they function towards the ‘whole’; and the 
whole and the parts therefore reciprocally 
influence and determine each other and ap- 
pear more or less to merge their individual 
characters: the whole is in the parts and 
the parts are in the whole. . . 

“The central conception of Personality is 
that of a whole; it is the most holistic 
entity in the universe. . As an active 
living whole, Personality is fundamentally 
an organ of self-realization; the object of 
a whole is more wholeness, in other words, 
more of its creative self, more self-realiza- 
tion. .. . The Personality is a more or less 
balanced whole or structure of various 
tendencies and activities maintained in 
progressive harmony by the holistic unity 
of the Personality itself. .. . Part of this 
control in Personality is conscious, most 
of it is, however, subconscious. . . . More 
holistic control in the Personality means 
greater strength of mind 2nd character, 
better co-ordination of all impulses and 
tendencies; less internal friction and wear 
and tear in the soul, more peace of mind 
and finally that spiritual purity, integrity 
and wholeness which is the ideal Personal- 
ity... . -” {Holism and Evolution) 

From this it follows that the parts are 
moulded and adjusted by the whole, just as 
the whole in turn depends en the cooperation 
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of its parts. This, in terms of our present 
study of planetary relationship, means that 
the “chart,” considered as a whole, acts 
upon every separate “aspect,” just as it 
depends upon and is a synthesis of all 
aspects—and of many other astrological 
factors (sign and house positions of the 
planets, cusps, etc.). If so, the task of the 
astrologer is to realize at first the whole- 
ness of the chart; for the significance of 
every factor of this chart cannot possibly 
be ascertained until it is seen in relation 
to this wholeness of the chart. In the case of 
planetary relationship, the significance of 
an “aspect” between two planets can never 
be accurately determined unless it be re- 
ferred to and understood in relation to what 
we called the “planetary pattern” as a 
whole. 
Here we are facing the real problem of 
“form” in astrology. Form, in this same 
sense, is being studied by the school of 
Gestalt psychology. What is being increas- 
ingly revealed by modern thought is the 
fact that the elements of experience through 
which Personality is built coalesce naturally 
into “groupings,” which in turn produce 
patterns of behavior. The planetary 
pattern of which we speak is the funda- 
mental or archetypal “pattern of behavior” 
of Personality. Personality can never be 
revealed as a living operative whole unless 
it is perceived or realized in one act of 
perception—which may include as a tech- 
nical background analysis of separate parts 
and relations, yet which absolutely tran- 
scends analysis. 

Just as, according to new methods of 
learning how to read, the child is no longer 
taught to spell letter after letter but in- 
stead to recognize at once groups of letters 
and word-formations; so also the astrologer 
who seeks tu learn how to fathom the living- 
ness of the personality which the chart 
symbolizes, should train himself in the 
Instantaneous recognition of basic planetary 
and zodiacal conformations. Tabulation of 
fac.ors, as used in most of contemporary 
astrological practice, is helpful in checking 
out results and getting to a finer degree of 
analysis. But in order to draw the whole 
of the chart as a synthesis of parts to a 
center of significance and of livingness, in 
order to realize the “soul” of a situation, 
the power that animates the whole, the 
spirit-energy within the form, something 
of much greater importance is necessary. 
We may call that something “holistic per- 
ception,” or we may use for it the much 








abused term “intuition.” Words matter little. 
The point is that it must be the wholeness 
of the perceiver which reacts to the whole- 
ness of the person or situation studied. 

In such a reaction more than the intel- 
lectual faculties are operating; and this 
“more” must be trained, if astrology is to 
be of real psychological validity. Astrolo- 
gers cannot be only “analytical scientists” 
and compilers of statistics referring only 
to separate and artificially isolated factors. 
What matters is the whole sky at birth. 
And the astrologer should read this “whole 
sky” as a painter experiences a great paint- 
ing—in a single act-of esthetical percep- 
tion. For it is only in art, and in animal 
instincts, that a whole personality pene- 
trates that once into a whole situation and 
extracts therefrom its vital significance. 

When an intuitive individual meets an 
unknown person he usually gets at once 
a general, synthetic “feeling” from such a 
meeting. The wholeness of him reacts to 
the’ wholeness of the other person. If such 
a “holistic” perception is very keen it will 
often single out one or two basic character- 
istics which as it were focalize the “feel- 
ing” aroused by the person. Some of the 
features of this person’s total personality 
will stand out as centers of significance. 
Significancé will organize itself around 
these centers. Through the latter the per- 
son will be classified into one of a few gen- 
eral types; and such a classification will 
center and clarify the general “feeling.” 

The determination of centers of signifi- 
cance, of what Marc Jones calls “focal de- 
terminators,” is the first and most impor- 
tant factor in the interpretation of a birth- 
chart, if such an interpretation is to re- 
veal truly the livingness of the personality 
—and not merely piece together fragmen- 
tary information about the behavior of the 
person. It is not only the most important 
but the most difficult factor. Each indi- 
vidual interpreter must more or less de- 
velop his own technique of “focal deter- 
mination”—according to the genius which 
his own chart might reveal. Besides, only 
he who is (relatively) whole can have cor- 
rect holistic perceptions; and in order to 
determine centers of significance one must 
needs be also a center of significance. 

There is a great difference between the 
determination of centers of significance and 
the indifferent tabulating of series of as- 
pects. The former springs out of a real- 
ization of the wholeness of the chart and 
brings this realization to a focus, while the 
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latter is merely an analytical enumeration. 
This matter of “focus” is subtle and elusive; 
but it is capital. Medieval astrology used 
various methods to find such a focus—as 
for instance the determination of the almu- 
ten. But this was based on the confusing 
and confused matter of planetary dignities 
and rulership. What we are discussing 
now refers to “pure form” and it fits in 
with the modern concept of Personality as 
a “more or less balanced whole or struc- 
ture of various tendencies and activities 
maintained in progressive harmony.” The 
birth-chart is the Chord of Personality. 
And we should learn to hear this complex 
chord sound as one tone; the bell-tone of 
integrated Personality. The first way to 
develop such a type of “holistic” and 
esthetic perception is to learn how to deal 
with the most basic configurations which 
planets may form, first in relation to the 
axes of the chart, then to the axes of the 
zodiac, and finally between themselves. 
These configurations are but the extensions 
of well-known astrological factors, and 
most of those are used by modern as- 
trologers, though usually with an inade- 
quate understanding of their philosophical 
significance. 

The first type of configuration is pro- 
duced by the specific way in which the 
planets are distributed through the four 
quarters of the chart; that is, in relation to 
the “axes of selfhood”—horizon and meri- 
dian. 

ALL PLANETS ABOVE THE HoRIZoN: “The 
native necessarily lives out in life” or “finds 
the focus of his own inner consciousness 
wholly in external events.” (Marc Jones). 
A tendency to extraversio. and to adopt 
an objective—often materialistic—view- 
point. (cf. Queen Victoria's and Mussolini’s 
charts). 

ALL PLANETS BELOW THE Horizon: “The 
native lives within himself or in more sub- 
jective realms” or “finds the focus of his 
own inner consciousness within internal re- 
actions” (Marc Jones). A tendency to in- 
troversion. An intuitive type. 

ALL PLANETS EAS: OR WEST OF THE 
MERIDIAN: “The zenith meridian divides the 
universe (all experience) into realms of 
rising things (east) and setting things 
(west) .. If all planets are east the 
native is called upon to make his own choice 
in every issue, and to create the issue at 
will; whereas if west he must accept the 
choices and issues of life as these are placed 
before him” (Marc Jones). This is a di- 
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vision of “outer volition.” Usually an ex. 
clusive eastern preponderance indicates an 
accent on thinking—for thought is the ele. 
ment of (relative) free-will; while an ex. 
clusive western preponderance indicates a 
feeling-emphasis, for feelings are almost 
purely determined by the external condi- 
tioning of the relation between subject and 
subject, or subject and object. 

Moreover all planets may be found in one 
of the four quarters. This is rare, but 
produces a still more absolute emphasis on 
one of the four functions of individual self. 
hood; intuition (north-east quarter), feel- 
ing (north-west quarter), sensation or re- 
lationship (south-west quarter), thinking 
(south-east quarter). 

In considering such matters two impor. 
tant ideas must be held in mind. The first 
one is that no definite conclusions can be 
d:awn from the fact that no planets 
are found in a house. The absence 
of accentuation does not mean a_ nega 
tive emphasis. Wholeness is always to 
be understood as the basis of any organic 
being; therefore it is always implied in 
the absence of any particular emphasis, 
This absence of emphasis may mean the 
previous fulfilment of the quality repre- 
sented by the non-emphasized house or 
sign; or it may mean a virgin state of non- 
differentiation. It always refers to an un- 
conscious state, rather than a conscious 
one. But health is unconscious, until it 
is experienced by the sick person as the 
absence of illness. Likewise unconscious- 
ness may be most potent as a background 
of psychological health. Again let us re 
peat that God, or Universal Being, ean be 
said to be beyond any planetary accentua- 
tions, because every “degree” of the whole- 
ness of universal being is accentuated 
equally. Man only has “planets” because 
he is a particular being. God has none— 
figuratively speaking, of course. 

The second point refers to what Mare 
Jones calls “balance in weight”; a matter 
which fits in perfectly with the principles 
of Gestalt psychology. If nine planets are 
found in one hemisphere and the tenth in 
the other hemisphere, this tenth stands out 
powerfully, from a form point of view. A 
pattern is constituted in which one planet, 
because of its position, is seen balancing the 
nine others. It becomes an absolutely “out- 
standing” factor; and, to a considerable 
extent, destroys the implication of all the 
other planetary factors in the other hem 
sphere. Mare Jones compares this for 
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mally isolated planet (“singleton”) to an 
aching tooth which dominates the whole 
consciousness. It is a type of accentuation 
which is “irrational,” which tends to de- 
stroy the sense of wholeness of the per- 
sonality. It is an autocratic factor dictat- 
ing its singular will to the rest of the or- 
ganism, which by contrast appears inchoate. 

As an interesting illustration we will 
take Mussolini’s chart which is most re- 
markable in that it shows various types of 
form-emphasis. This chart has already 
been printed in AMERICAN AstTROLOGY (cf. 
Mussolini and Italy, by A. M. Grimm) but 
we have rectified it for a slightly different 
birth-moment, and in this form it makes an 
excellent example for the subject of our 
study. All of Mussolini’s planets are above 
the horizon. Moreover Uranus stands alone 
in the eastern hemisphere—thus, more pre- 
cisely, in the south-east quarter. The mass- 
emphasis is in the section of the chart 
which deals with human relationship and 
denotes self-realization through human con- 
tacts and objective being. He is seen to 
accept the choices and issues of life as 
these are placed before him: a man ruled 
by his objective destiny. But, while this 
is true in a fundamental sense, Uranus, 
accentuated as a “singleton by house posi- 
tion,” indicates that there is a powerful 
and insistent release of unconscious factors 
operating as a subjective volitional factor 
(eastern hemisphere), and moreover, that 
the operation is through a mechanism of 
sudden thinking (south-east quarter). The 
latter fact is corroborated: 1) by a plan- 
etary concentration in zodiacal signs of 
concrete thinking (Gemini and Virgo) or 
of vivid image-making power (Venus- 
Jupiter conjunction in Cancer, in the house 
of “vision”—2) by the fact that the Moon’s 
North Node is in the twelfth house, im- 
plying power released through meditation 
or subjective introspection. 

This last fact and the power of uncon- 
scious racial factors in Mussolini’s life, are 
further emphasized by the massing of all 
the planets inside of an exact trine of 
Neptune and Uranus (planets of the un- 
conscious). The total configuration is bal- 
anced as it were each side of the Jupiter- 
Venus conjunction which is sextile to both 
Uranus and Neptune. This however, be- 
longs to another type of emphasis to which 
we shall come presently. At present we 
have yet to stress the point of the placing 
of all the planets in the southern hemi- 
sphere, This is a basic accentuation of col- 










lective or objective factors—so that how- 
ever much Uranus might suggest the op- 
eration of an interior self-conditioned will 
or power, yet this will is seen operating 
solely in terms of collective factors. Even 
while his “part of imaging” (his release 
of genius) is located below the horizon, 
yet it is in the second house referring to 
racial inheritance and atavistic possessions 
—a collective factor, though within the in- 
dividual realm. 

Another type of emphasis is produced by 
the placing of all planets in the four basic 
divisions of the zodiac. 

ALL PLANETS BETWEEN ARIES AND LIBRA 
(in the order of the signs): This indicates 
that the “principal responsibility of the life 
is spiritual” (Mare Jones)—or, we would 
rather say, that it refers to the projection 
of ideas and archetypes into manifestation. 
Mussolini is an amazingly strong example 
of this type of emphasis—whether one likes 
or does not the type of ideas which he 
projects. 

ALL PLANETS BETWEEN LIBRA AND ARIES: 
This indicates that the principal responsi- 
bility of the life is material (Marc Jones) 
—or rather that it refers to the develop- 
ment of concrete organisms and bodies. 

ALL PLANETS IN SIGNS OF LONG ASCEN- 
SION (from Cancer up to Capricorn): (Mare 
Jones). “The inner life is lived to make it- 
self manifest to the outer life.” This is 
the period when the Sun moves southward. 
What has been gained during the other 
half of the year is brought out into objec- 
tivity. The soul comes into manifestation. 

ALL PLANETS IN SIGNS OF SHORT ASCEN- 
SION (from Capricorn up to Cancer): “The 
inner life is lived to make outer life mani- 
fest to itself.” This is the period when the 
Sun moves northward: traditionally, a pe- 
riod of spiritual growth and inner realiza- 
tions. The fruits of objective experience 
are garnered and there is an inward matur- 
ing process, the growth of significance. 

Here also one could apply the principle 
of singleton emphasis, a planet in one sec- 
tion of the zodiac balancing all others in 
the opposite section. We should add more- 
over that by changing the words “all 
planets” into “most planets” one could still 
get at a less strong, yet noticeable, pre- 
ponderance of values. 

Whether the circle of houses or that of 
zodiacal signs is considered, what is done ac- 
tually is a quartering of the whole cycle 
by establishing two axes at right angles 
to each other. Such an operation is related

to the determination of square aspects. It 
deals with the establishment of a structure 
of manifestation, the prototype of which 
is, of course, the “four seasons of the year.” 
One could attempt the same thing with any 
one of the axes provided by astrological 
symbolism—especially with the nodal axes 
of the planets. We saw previously that 
the Moon’s nodal axis could be considered 
as establishing a “line of Destiny” between 
the past and the future (the karma and 
dharma) of an individual. Thus the hemi- 
sphere counted from the North Node 
(counterclockwise) refers to the power of 
developing new spiritual faculties, whereas 
the hemisphere counted from the South 
Node refers to the working out of past 
tendencies. 

In Mussolini’s chart all planets are in 
the hemisphere counted from the South 
Node, which gives a striking testimony— 
which might astonish many. The Italian 
dictator is shown as doing in this life 
what he presumably had done in several 
preceding lives—or, to state it differently, 
as being the last of a long ancestral line 
of similar figures. In this sense he may 
be said to be a replica of the Caesar-image: 
a restatement of an old racial formula, 
which thus adds nothing spiritually new, 
but is a culmination of racial karma;— 
of individual karma also according to the 
theory of reincarnation. 

This same procedure could be followed 
by considering the nodal axes of the 
planets ;—but the results require too subtle 
an interpretation to be of practical impor- 
tance. Mussolini’s chart again offers in- 
teresting possibilities of interpretation 
along the line of planetary nodes’ analysis, 
as at least five of his planets are situated 
on the north nodes of other planets. This 
would tend to show that his personality 
is a pattern drawn according to an inner 
super-personal plan. We might call him 
a “racial avatar,” with tremendous 
psychic race-forces back of him. This is 
suggested by the symbol of the Sun-degree: 
“A night-sky filled with brilliantly shining 
stars.” He is, in other words, a constella- 
tion of racial energies drawn from a large 
number of past generations. 

Another type of zodiacal emphasis is pro- 
vided by the unequal distribution of planets 
—1) in fire, air, water, earth signs; 2) 
in cardinal, fixed or mutable signs. This 
is a type of emphasis very often found in 
modern astrological practice. It seems to 
have little significance, however, unless the 


inequality of distribution is very great, 4 
most definite preponderance of planets in 
one type of zodiacal signs is needed, if 
significant conclusions are to be arrived at, 
We must refer to our analysis of the mean- 
ing of zodiacal categories. A planetary 
emphasis in any category will bring out 
the meaning and power of that category in 
the life of the native. 

So far we have studied planetary for- 
mations which were determined by refer. 
ence—1) to the circle of houses; 2) to the 
circle of zodiacal signs. The first refers 
basically to the individual’s character and 
destiny; the second, to the collective factors 
of his being. By considering the “patterns 
of aspects” made by the planets, we have 
another type of form-determination which 
refers mostly to the personality itself, 
What we are dealing with now is an ex- 
tension of the principle of “aspect.” The 
following are aspects involving several 
planets: in other words, planetary group- 
ings. Their name and brief description fol- 
lows. 

STELLIUM. This is a multiple conjune- 
tion; a complex accentuation which involves 
more than two planets located in a small 
area. There js a stellium by house, when 
a mass of planets (at least four or five) 
are found inside of one house; a stellium 
by sign, when the same number are lo- 
cated in one sign, or half of a sign. Here, 
as in the simple conjunction, much depends 
on what the planets are and how distant 
from each other. The result is often con- 
fusion and personal involvement in the 
qualities represented by house or sign. The 
planetary accents blur each other. What 
stands out is the quality represented by 
house or sign, rather than the activity 
symbolized by the several planets. 

FAN-HANDLE. This magnified type of op- 
position occurs when a singleton opposes a 
stellium; that is, when one planet, alone 
in a hemisphere, opposes all other planets 
in the opposite hemisphere. According to 
Mare Jones, “the singleton contributes to 
the stellium and throws the emphasis back 
into the hemisphere containing the other 
planets. The stellium emphasis becomes 4 
psychological or inner burden of manifesta 
tion. It indicates 2 soul with a more-than- 
physical problem.” The meaning of 
emphasized sign (rather than house) be 
comes the outstanding factor. The twen- 
tieth century opened with a most charac 
teristic stellium opposing Neptune to all 
other (then known) planets. To add 0

the meaning of this configuration, it was 
balanced exactly on the Moon’s nodes axis. 
Placing Pluto on the map detracts from 
the pointedness of the configuration, as this 
planet was close to Neptune. Yet, as Nep- 
tune and Pluto both refer to universalistic 
factors, and as the configuration is so strik- 
ing it can still be considered profitably as 
afan... with a forked handle! 

GRAND TRINE. With this and the follow- 
ing multiple aspects we are confronted 
with the perfect manifestation of single 
aspects. We saw that a trine was produced 
by inscribing an equilateral triangle in the 
tireumference; a square by inscribing a 
square, etc. We are now considering con- 
figurations in which a planet (or several 
planets) are found located at each of the 
angles of the inscribed polygon. 

A Grand Trine is thus a figure in which 
three planets are related mutually by 120° 
angles. Some astrologers have considered 
such a configuration very favorable, others 
unfavorable. Exactly why it should be 
unfavorable when the trine is always taken 
as the most harmonious aspect does not 
seem very logical. Yet there is some truth 
in the assertion, when we are confronted 
with an exact triangular formation; for 
when some of the most important activities 
of the personality are symbolically so re- 
lated, they are so well equilibrated or 
“formed” that there is very little incentive 
for outward manifestation and creation. 
The Grand Trine is thus, especially when 
a very exact formation, a symbol of, at 
least relative, spiritual inertia. If however, 
one of the planets (or group of planets) 
entering in this configuration forms a 
square aspect to another planet, then this 
square acts as a “channel of release” for 
the energies locked in the Grand Trine. 

The Grand Trine produces most of the 
time an emphasis on one of the four zodi- 
acal qualities (fire, air, water, earth) as 
it links normally the three signs referring 
to the same quality. Yet this needs not be 
so, if the planets are located near the 
cusps. Therefore the Grand Trine can- 
not be said to have any particular signifi- 
cance because of that, If it does link, let us 
say, three fire signs, then the implication 
is that the “fire” quality (“motion toward 
objective manifestation” or ‘“emanation”) 
is thoroughly formed within the native’s 
being. 

GREAT (OR CosMIC) CROssS: This config- 
uration is established by four planets (or 
groups of planets) in mutual 90° relation- 












ship. It is to be considered as establishing 
the “perfect cube,” or “perfect stone” of 
Masonic lore. It symbolizes the total em- 
bodiment of the idea, or purpose, or self: 
in other words, fulfillment in objective and 
concrete existence. In a negative sense, 
what is meant is crystallization and spirit- 
ual bondage in matter. 

The most usual way in which a multiple 
square is found is, however, as a T config- 
uration. The square figure is not complete. 
Instead of the four-armed cross, we have 
an Egyptian Tau, or by implication, an 
anserated cross—which, of course, is the 
hieroglyph of a man with arms horizon- 
tally stretched out. In a birth-chart in such 
a configuration there is an empty house (or 
sign) where the man’s head would be. What 
is indicated is the utmost release of spirit 
or purpose toward material existence. This 
is a highly dynamic configuration. The 
three arms of the cross throw a dynamic 
emphasis into the empty house, which often 
is, as it were, occupied by a whirlpool. It 
becomes a zone of emptiness drawing to it- 
self East, West and Zenith. In the phase 
of individual selfhood and destiny repre- 
sented by the empty house the native finds 
himself usually helpless, torn by raging con- 
flicts. Only the very strong and conscious 
ego is able to master such a dissonant re- 
lease of power. If he does, then an amazing 
amount of creative energy is his. 

The perfection of more complex polygonal 
formations, like the quintile and the sextile, 
is a rare phenomenon. But sometimes three 
planets are in mutual quintile aspect—or 
rather three of them constitute two quin- 
tiles, and the outer two are related by tri- 
quintile aspect (216°). A very creative link- 
age between the three types of activities 
symbolized by the planets, with the sugges- 
tion that what is being created is a spir- 
itual faculty—which very likely may not 
be evident in the outer life. 

A complete hexagonal formation (Grand 
Sextile) is even rarer; but often three plan- 
ets are in correlated sextile—the outermost 
constituting a trine equally divided by the 
middle one. This is what is seen so strik- 
ingly in Mussolini’s chart, with the added 
emphasis due to the fact that all planets 
are located within the trine of Uranus and 
Neptune (bisected by the conjunction Ven- 
us-Jupiter). Such a configuration tends to 
show that the entire personality is a “for- 
mation of the race’s unconscious,” governed 
by the unconscious. The Jupiter-Venus con- 
junction at the center of the configuration 
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indicates the point of emergence of the for- 
mative power of the collective unconscious 
in terms of consciousness. Being in the 
ninth house, this power is not only forma- 
tive but expansive. The conjunction Ju- 
piter-Venus shows it to be of an idealistic 
order. Being in Cancer, the ideal will pro- 
ject itself with clearly imaged outlines. 
Jupiter is situated in a degree (Cancer 19°) 
which symbolizes “the inner adjustment of 
values by the unconscious processes of na- 
ture, taking the best of the old for the 
inspiration of the new” (Mare Jones). 

A complete hexagonal configuration oc- 
curred on July 15, 1935, with Uranus in 
Taurus; Mercury, Sun and Pluto in Cancer; 
Venus and Neptune in Virgo; Jupiter in 
Scorpio; Moon in Capricorn; and Saturn in 
Pisces—linking all “feminine” signs of the 
zodiac. This was a configuration highly 
productive for work and especially for de- 
tailed planning in terms of practical sus- 
tained activity. Children born at such a 
time should prove to be skillful organizers 
—especially as the square of Sun and Mars 
was releasing at the same time the power 
which otherwise might have remained in a 
static condition of self-enjoyment and es- 
thetical self-indulgence. 

A configuration of the same type is that 
in which four planets constitute alternately 
sextiles and trines. A rectangle is formed 
whose geometrical proportions suggest a 
mystical significance. In the chart of the 
wife of one of the greatest living painters 
Uranus in Virgo 8°, Moon in Scorpio 6°, 
Jupiter in Pisces 4°, Neptune in Taurus 
12° constitute such a configuration. Uranus 
is sextile to the Moon and trine Neptune, 
which is sextile to Jupiter in trine to the 
Moon. This is an interesting combination 
of trines, sextiles—and of course, two oppo- 
sitions. A good symbol of “practical mysti- 
cism.” This person has been a remarkable 
force of sustainment to her husband, in 
inner as well as outer ways; combining 
spiritual awareness, outer productivity and 
purposeful planning. 

In all such definite planetary patterning 
we can always suspect equally definite prob- 
lems in the sphere of personality. Either 
these problems are the manifestation of 
psychological complexes which tend to make 
the personality “different” and often so- 
cially unadapted, or else the personality 
carries a burden of super-personal (plane- 
tary) responsibility demanding a_ strict 
focalization and particularization of view- 
point. Mussolini’s chart is the most typical

of the latter case which has come to our 
attention. It is an over-focalized chart. The 
man is alive solely to serve a racial purpose 
and will die into that purpose. 

On the other hand a chart without any 
outstanding focalization may either mean 
a scattered personality or a being whose 
destiny it is to link, to harmonize, and to be 
a symbol of wholeness of being. This of 
course is the mark of a true individual— 
one approximating the likeness of the per- 
fect Individual that is God, the equally 
all-accentuated being. A Mussolini is not 
an individual; but a racial purpose made 
personality. He is a most particularized or 
specialized being: the man of a collective 
work. This is made clear by every possible 
factor in his chart, even to the position of 
the South Node (karma point) in the sixth 
house(of service, work and discipleship to 
ideal or personality) and on a degree “of 
real capitalization upon tradition and estab- 
lished value.” (The woman of Samaria 
comes to draw from Jacob’s well.) 

It is on such a synthetic approach—made 
more precise and checked up by means of 
the fine analysis which can be made by 
means of such factors as degree symbols, 
nodes and the multitude of “Parts,”—that 
a real understanding of human Personality 
and of the significance of Destiny can be 
reached. It may help some scientifically 
minded people to realize that such an ap- 
proach is very similar indeed to that of 
the physician. For the trained as well as 
intuitive physician a patient reveals— 
through his behavior, his features, the color 
and emanation of his skin, his pulse, his 
respiration and many other characteristic 
indications—exactly what a birth-chart may. 
show to the trained as well as intuitive as- 
trologer. To interpret the chart is then the 
same as to diagnose a pathological condi- 
tion. The good diagnostician is using “hol- 
istic perception,” however much such 4 
perception may be based on analytical 
knowledge. Diagnosis is an art—not a 
science. It is an art, whose foundations are 
scientific facts. It is an art because it must 
see the human being as a whole: body and 
psyche. And in that “seeing whole” there 
can always be found “centers of signifi- 
cance,” “focal determinators.” The door to 
wholeness is always some small focal facts; 
which often remain unnoticed. It is so m 
the art of living—just as in the art of 
astrological interpretation, and the art of 
healing. Wholeness, more wholeness is the

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Symbols For 1936 


A. THE clocks sound the fateful tones 
which proclaim the birth of a new year, 
dots of light in the skies write for those 
who have eyes to see the “signature” of the 
new cycle. Shall we attempt to spell out 
the mysterious Name signed by planets on 
the cosmic register—the Name of this new 
year 1936? Every name is a symbol; and to 
decipher the Name of a new cycle means to 
interpret symbols. The symbols of the de- 
grees on which the planets are located as 
the year opens will serve as a foundation. 

The Name of 1936 is strikingly dualistic. 
For most of the world-surface this year will 
present a sharp cleavage between individual 
and collective values, between particular 
and universal, conscious and unconscious 
factors. _The Name is composed of two 
words; and there is a strong quality of dis- 
sonance in the chord they produce. Two 
separate tones, yet each reacting upon the 
other in the generation of a powerful throb 
of overtones. 

In the zodiacal hemisphere which spreads 
from Taurus to Scorpio, the three remote 
and universalistic planets—Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Pluto—are to be found, together 
with the Moon’s South Node: all three ret- 
rograde. The remainder of the planets— 
personal and all within the ego-defining orb 
of Saturn—are direct and contained in the 
hemisphere from Scorpio to Taurus. In 
most of the Northern hemisphere the three 
remote planets are alone to be found above 
the horizon as the year opens; all other 
planets being below the horizon, the Moon 
having just set. 

The outer world is then to be filled with 
vast social, collective and universalistic 
contents, with energies and with problems 
which affect society as a whole and well up 
as it were from unconscious realms. How- 
ever, being retrograde these planets of the 
beyond refer to results from the ancient 
past, rather than to the future. They do 
not initiate; rather, they. stir the hidden 
deposits of ancient woe, they act as “com- 
plexes”—not individual, but national or 
tacial—or symbolize the cleansing of the 
planetary organism in ways similar to those 
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by which the body throws off poisons 
through boils and skin diseases. 

The inner world is individually polarized; 
that is, here everything depends upon the 
individual; upon his energy, his wisdom, 
his power of concentration and of ideation, 
his ability to serve, to work and to create 
through the use of the mind. The individ- 
ual will have to learn how to handle power 
and inspiration, to sum up his own past 
and extract from it the light and the trans- 
forming power of meaning. The outer and 
collective world may be in a turmoil; and 
because of that it will be the paramount 
duty of the individual to take a significant 
stand as an individual, on the basis of a 
proper assimilation and evaluation of his 
past life-experiences. 

This duty will be emphasized because of 
the very fact that human society—the 
nation, race or group to which the individ- 
ual belongs—will tend to draw him into 
chaotic allegiances and to sway him by the 
power of old collective habits and traditions. 
In other words, psychological mix-ups may 
be most frequent, due to the stirring up 
of old skeletons in the family-closet and to 
the invasion of the conscious ego by armies 
of phantoms or memories roused from the 
ancestral depths of mankind. 

Neptune is located on a degree symbo- 
lized by a “volcanic eruption”; Pluto, on one 
symbolized by a “furious storm”; and 
Uranus, on one symbolized by “Northern 
Lights.” Three symbolical images of earth- 
nature in its most intense moments; of cos- 
mic releases of energy. Neptune’s symbol 
pictures the upwelling of the fire from the 
depths. We should not necessarily assume 
that the image is to be taken literally; nev- 
ertheless it is not improbable that strong 
telluric activity might be manifest in the 
floor of some ocean sometime during 1936. 
However being placed in the twelfth house, 
Neptune refers primarily to the psycho- 
logical results or remains of a cycle of ac- 
tivity now past; thus to the subconscious 
realms. 

What is shown is an “eruption” of 
dammed in energies which have been fester- 
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ing in the subconscious of the human race— 
or at any rate, of a portion of the human 
race. Neptune came to this degree (Virgo 
16 to 17) at the end of October; and things 
did “erupt” then undoubtedly. While on 
this degree Neptune is experiencing strong 
aspects, a square to Jupiter (January) and 
an opposition to Mars (February)—not to 
mention the squares to Sun and Mercury 
which added “interest” to the full moon of 
December 10. Later on, next September 
20, the square Jupiter to Neptune will re- 
peat itself on this same degree, with Saturn 
coming to an almost immediate opposition 
to Neptune—a dangerous month! And in 
the Spring 1937 it will be Mars which will 
square Neptune, again on this volcanic 
degree. 

Pluto, located on the “storm” degree, is 
an omen of a cosmic visitation from above 
—whereas Neptune referred to an eruption 
from below. What is shown thereby is an 
intensification and dramatization of life- 
experiences. Man is brought in contact 
with the power of cosmic fecundation (rain 
and lightning) and is shaken by it. There 
are some who, not being sufficiently “in- 
sulated,” will be burned to the roots. But 
the storm-symbol is not to be considered as 
fundamentally destructive; not even as a 
release of energy that had been inharmoni- 
ously dammed up. The “storm” symbolizes 
really creative power; but so intense, so 
dramatic, that it shatters all weakness. Yet 
it is food and life to the strong. Pluto has 
moved already back and forth over this 
degree, and we can see in this the cosmic 
impulsion toward a New Order. The New 
Order itself will not be seen until Pluto 
enters the sign Leo (1937 to 1939). 

This positive meaning vf Pluto is en- 
hanced by the degree-symbol of Uranus. 
The “Northern Lights” are the symbol of 
the transfiguration of the earth by the 
power of the cosmic Life-force. It 
signifies a universal illumination of 
mankind. Here again the element of 
awe is present; but even more, that 
of divine inspiration and transfiguration. 
Whoever has witnessed a full display of 
“Northern Lights” in Canada or Scandina- 
vian countries will know intimately the sig- 
nificance of this symbol. Such an electrical 
phenomenon shatters all human lines of 
communications using electricity (radio, 
telegraph, etc.); likewise the display of 
cosmic Power which may be expected will 
force the breakdown of much that normally 
is the fabric of human commerce. 


Mars is in quintile to Uranus at the New 
Year; and this is a sign of powerful in. 
spirational release to those who are creat- 
ing new values and new forms. But here 
again we see that the trine of Uranus to 
Neptune, characteristic of this 7-year cycle, 
will not culminate exactly until 1939. Thus 
the next three years will be a gradual prel- 
ude to a new planetary birth. Moreover 
the fact that Uranus and Pluto are retro. 
grade as 1936 opens will tend to emphasize 
the need for a world-wide purging—through 
fire and earth (Neptune symbol), air and 
water (Pluto symbol), and electric power 
or ether (Uranus symbol); thus the five 
elements. 

Facing such a natural display, will be:— 
the individual. The proximity of the Sun, 
on this critical midnight, to the Moon’s 
North Node is an excellent omen; especially 
as the North Node is placed on a degree 
symbolized by “A fire-worshipper meditates 
on a high mountain.” As the individual, 
deliberately and in utter concentration, lets 
himself be fecundated by the spiritual Fire 
and the Light thereof, he will not only un- 
derstand the significance of the upheaval 
going on in the world of Nature—human 
and planetary—, but he will identify him- 
self with the positive, constructive and crea- 
tive potency of the Fire; and he will be- 
come a flame illumining the chaotic dark- 
ness. He will become a Flame indeed, an 
agent of the mystic Fire that is God—a 
source of light. 

As such an individual moves forth, his 
deeds will be those of a messenger of the 
Spirit; and we see Mars placed, as 1936 
opens, on a degree symbolized by: “A White 
Dove brings a message from above.” He 
will be a peace-maker, an expression of the 
Holy Ghost, which is divine Grace; the 
Comforter promised to all .men by the 
Christ. 

All sections initiated in such a spirit will 
bring a consciousness of power and will 
radiate authority; and so we find Venus— 
the end of all experience-—symbolized by 
the “return of the king to his domain.” 
The human Soul is the king, and all powers 
of human nature will bow before Him if 
the man-the-ego goes forth and acts in the 
spirit of the “white dove.” 

Thus to act, in our age of mental em- 
phasis, requires, more than physical brav- 
ery, true spiritual-intellectual courage. 
Mercury, symbol of the mind, is found in 
the birth-chart of 1936 on a degree pictured

a. eighth mansion is reached through 
portals which often appear illumined by 
the ghostly light of deprivation and death. 
But these portals reveal, for whomsoever 
dares face the mystery of relationship and 
the magic of love in freedom and purity, 
the great temple of reality. The world un- 
derstands little of this feared and darkened 
mansion; because the world understands 
little of the wondrous equation of destiny 
in which selfhood and love are linked and 
integrated by him who can wield the power 
of creative significance. 

With the seventh mansion we began a 
new cycle or hemicycle the key-note of 
which is: Relationship. In a sense, every 
mansion of this new pilgrimage of the self 
will appear to oppose the corresponding 
mansion of the first cycle. Considered 
therefore from the point of view of in- 
dividual selfhood the new mansions appear 
negative and spell deprivation. Love 
means often the loss of the integrity of the 
self, passionate formlessness. Likewise in 
the eighth mansion the individual is often 
seen to lose whatever he had owned in the 
second; indeed, the very substance of his 
being, the very materials and chemicals 
which gave him concreteness. 

This is so because, in the eighth man- 
sion, love finds its own substance; relation- 
ship, its own material for subsistence. 
Who can furnish this substance save it be 
the individuals now comingling in love or 
deep partnership? Thus the love becomes 
substantiated at the expense of the lovers. 
Love has two parents who are the lovers. 
And the parents must endow the child, 
Love. Thus, deprivation of substance for 
the individuals who enter into relation- 
ship; just as the gestation and birth of a 
child means physiological and financial de- 
privation for its parents. 

What is lost by the individuals is more 
than substance per se; it is all that they 
had built to give weight and dignity and 
earth-solidity to their abstract selfhoods: 
the habits, the privacy, the pride which had 
been the daily supports of their very sense 
of I-am-ness. Love cannot gain substance 


For New Men 
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and concrete power unless it be enriched 
by the sacrifices and the gifts made to it by 
the lovers. Every lasting partnership like- 
wise demands a more or less complete pool- 
ing of the resources of the partners; the 
sacrifice of their absolute individualistic 
control over their own possessions. And 
for the individual who is thoroughly identi- 
fied with his possessions and his habits of 
behavior or traditions, this means “death” 
indeed. 

Thus love may seem often to cause the 
exhaustion of the resources of the individ- 
ual. The very act of love may have such 
a meaning for its participants—especially 
for the male, who (in the lower stages of 
biological development) loses its very body 
as the result of the mating and serves as 
foodstuff for the female. Its substance is 
utterly consecrated to the rearing of the 
progeny. Thus love becomes irsubstan- 
tiated, incorporated into the progeny—at 
the expense of the very being of one of 
the lovers, sometimes of both of them. 
Wherefore love and death have often been 
seen in close conjunction. Death is the 
food of love. The eighth mansion follows 
after the seventh. Relationship may ab- 
sorb and feed upon the related individuals. 

It may seem strange that an abstract 
thing as “relationship” or a state of ex- 
perience as “love” can absorb and even kill 
individual beings. But we must not forget 
that individual selfhood also is but an ab- 
straction. This abstraction gains substance 
in the second mansion and becomes fully 
concrete in the fourth mansion as a psycho- 
physiological organism. This substance, 
however, needs always to be replenished. It 
is a portion of the earth, a mass of earth 
chemicals (or, at a higher level, of racial 
and ancestral elements), assimilated by the 
individual. The individual must keep as- 
similating constantly this substance. He 
needs constantly to build it into his own 
personality. 

The relationship, or the love, that con- 
joins individuals must also find its own sub- 
stance and assimilate it. And it can find 
it only as the related individuals provide 
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for it out of the substance of their own 
beings. Moreover this substance assimi- 
lated by the relationship takes the form and 
grows into the likeness of the relation- 
ship. Eventually it may return to the in- 
dividuals; but not until after a long series 
of transformations which may make it un- 
assimilable by the individuals. 

This is, obviously, the way in which the 
eighth mansion and its fatality appears 
only to the individual who has become pro- 
foundly identified with the substance of 
his own being as well as with his posses- 
sions. It is a negative approach to that 
stage of the process of development of the 
wholeness of being. But it is the approach 
which had to be emphasized in a period of 
the world-history when possessiveness and 
identification with ancestral or family tra- 
ditions were so powerful factors in the de- 
velopment of the personality. 

Nevertheless, wherever the mystical ideas 
of higher Christianity have been empha- 
sized, a positive meaning should have been 
given to the eighth mansion of the Soul. 
For if Love is the fulfillment of the Law, 
and if self-abnegation is the means to reach 
holiness and perfection, then the eighth 
mansion becomes the mansion where holi- 
ness and love find their own sustainment. 
In it, love becomes real through the lovers’ 
sacrifice and renunciation of all that does 
not carry the seal of this love. In it, the 
individual frees itself from the shackles 
of individualism and is reborn as a servant 
of omnipotent Love. It becomes indeed the 
mansion of regeneration. Its key-note is: 
to renew. Through the magic of love all 
things and all men are made anew. The 
separated lives, united at last, willingly 
throw their treasures of selfhood into the 
all-consuming fire of love all-encompassing. 
And the portals of death are transfigured 
into the gates of omnipotent love:—the 
gates of the greater Mysteries, in which 
men learn how to act as functional parts 
of the greater Whole in which thenceforth 
they live and have their being. 

Here, everything depends upon the will- 
ingness of the individual self to give of the 
substance of his being to the relationship. 
And yet if we refuse to accept the emphasis 
which the Christian altruist and the devo- 
tee puts upon self-surrender to love, if 
we believe that selfhood and relationship 
are to be balanced and integrated, instead 
of either one being utterly sacrificed to the 
other,—then we shall still have to modify 
this last interpretation of the eighth man- 


sion. It may retain its meaning of “re. 
newal”, but in this renewal there shall be 
no death of selfhood—only a transfigura- 
tion of the contents of personality. The 
“form” of personality shall remain the same, 
generally speaking; but the “light” that 
shall illumine the contents of personality 
will be indeed new. The dark of selfhood 
will become the radiance of love. 

Selfhood is of the darkness, because it is 
abstract and it antedates manifestation. 
It antedates God’s command: “Let there be 
Light!” It is the Idea before it becomes 
the living Word. Relationship, by the fact 
of its bringing two or more entities in close 
contact, generates tension and the spark 
that is light. The integration of selfhood 
and relationship is the integration of Form 
and Light. It is therefore symbolized in 
the Gospels by the Transfiguration. The 
body of the Christ-being is made to shine. 
Light emanates from every facet of the 
Christ-like Person. Not that the human 
organism is destroyed. Not that the form 
of selfhood of the man Jesus is destroyed. 
But the Christ-light is seen to pervade, to 
suffuse, to shine through all the purified 
earthliness of the man Jesus. 

This of course applies to the realm of 
the third birth when the mystery of the 
seventh house is that of the union of per- 
sonality to its divine complement—the 
Christ-light. But even in the biological 
realm of the first birth, the miracle of love 
transfigures the dullest creature. It paints 
ecstasies of colors on the wings of birds as 
on the petals of flowers. It gives vibrant 
tone to inarticulate throats. It makes the 
humblest earth-being aglow with a light 
that overcomes the earth and transfigures 
the heavy flesh. And in the strongly in- 
dividualized man of the second birth a 
creative radiance overflows his har=h sense 
of uniqueness and his jailed-in self-suff- 
ciency. Romance brushes his mind with 
emotional wings that stir imaginative 
flights. The roots of self flame upward, 
burning all dross to add to the pure light 
of love transsubstantial. 

To him who is strongly centered in in- 
dividual selfhood, love may come as a storm 
that shatters the deepest seclusion, as as 
earthquake that throws into confusion all 
the contents of the home. Relationship may 
indeed bring the strain of dissonant har- 
mony; and the gates of the eighth house 
may witness the death of selfishness, of all 
that is crystallized, harsh, stubborn in self. 
But, oh! how beautiful the trees and flow- 
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ers after the storm has fled into the abyss 
of mere memories! How pure and liquid 
the air, crystalline with exquisite fresh- 
ness! Every blade of grass is renewed and 
nature is made whole. 

The Beloved becomes increasingly an Im- 
age of the life within, as the cycle of the 
second birth runs its dramatic course. It 
is extracted by the self out of many loves 
or the one love of this cycle. It builds 
itself within as the mystic Complement, as 
a Presence of Light that suffers to be born 
in the midst of all trials and lightens the 
weight of self that is but self. 

And at the last comes the final scene of 
the long drama, the transfiguration of all 
the separate vital forces of personality into 
a transcendent flame—a tree of light— 
crowned by the thousand-petalled flower, 
the mystic Lotus of the yogis, the halo of 
Christs and Buddhas alike. Here the 
drama of love and relationship is concluded 
within the personality experienced as a 
perfected microcosm. What is celebrated is 
the marriage of Kundalini and of selfhood, 
of fire that has become light with the pure 
form of being and of cosmic destiny. The 
individual self has become identified as per- 
sonality with a Work, with his own func- 
tion as a cell of the greater Whole. And 
this Work receives, as a result of such an 
identification, the vital substance which the 
“blood of Christ” symbolizes. It is indeed 
the “blood” of the greater organic Whole 
vitalizing the cell that has fully experi- 
enced its personality as a cell of the Whole. 
This inflowing “blood” is the Holy Ghost 
—and it is Kundalini. The two are one, 
as above is one with below, and right is 
one with left, in the consummation of the 
mystery of Operative Wholeness. 

To experience personality as a differ- 
entiated cel] of the greater Whole: this per- 
haps is the best way of stating what is un- 
derneath this mystic transfiguration. We 
know that the term ‘personality’ has be- 
come extremely ambiguous as the result of 
its special use in modern theosophy and re- 
lated philosophies. But what else can be 
used to signify that which is not only 
individual selfhood, but also the perfume or 
quintessence of all the relationships ful- 
filled through the process of living? That 
whole of behavior, feeling, thinking, intui- 
tion; that which is being in becoming and 
becoming as actualization of being; that in 
which heaven and hell unite, and God be- 
comes, through constant fruitions and inte- 
grations of opposites—what else can it be 


called save: personality—or perhaps better 
still, the Living Person? 

Personality experienced only in terms of 
individual selfhood is an organism of dark- 
ness; but personality experienced in terms 
of being a cell in the greater Whole becomes 
an organism of light. “To live in Christ” 
is to have “Christ living me.” It is to 
have Wholeness operating within the part, 
thereby transfigured by the “blood of the 
Whole.” This transfiguration is the deepest 
reality of Initiation. 

Thus motherhood is a true initiation for 
a woman; because during pregnancy it is 
not she who lives; but life (the Race) who 
lives her. In other words it is Relation- 
ship living in and through Selfhood. This 
permeation of the separate and single in- 
dividual by love is the reality of the eighth 
mansion. Love, there, is being clothed with 
substance within the magic circle of self- 
hood. It is therefore the mansion of the 
bearing of seed. And the seed will grow 
and expand through the ninth mansion, and 
be born at the mystic Mid-Heaven: a birth 
of light—while the birth of the body of 
selfhood, was a birth of darkness, deep in 
the eternal midnight.

goal of all such arts;—of any art. For in 
Art life is fulfilled creatively; and as writes 
General Smiitts: 

“Everywhere the whole, even the least 
and most insignificant apparently, is the 
real wonder, the miracle which holds the 
secrets for which we are groping in thought 
and conduct. There—is the within which is 
the beyond. To be a whole and to live in the 
whole becomes the supreme principle, from 
which all the highest ethical and spiritual 
rules (such as the Golden Rule) follow.”

Mi who followed my Kabbalism of 
American History (American Astrology, 
November 1933-April 1934) will recall that 
1933 began the 29th decade of organic Am- 
erican development. The decade of 1943-52 
will complete its 8rd century of unfoldment, 
dating from 1653 and Cromwell’s appoint- 
ment of the English Parliament July 4th 
of that year. In a most literal sense does 
that event mark the beginning of autono- 
mous government in America, the nuclea- 
tion of which Yorktown was later to herald 
to the world of nations. The spirit of 
America incarnated. It took possession of 
the body. The spirit became corporeal. 
1852 completed its 2nd century, the Gadsden 
Purchase signifying perfection of the po- 
litical body of The United States of 
America. The work of Virgo, the immacu- 
late womb of creation, was finished. 

Then came the 38rd century and the 
mighty unifying forces of the Major Ar- 
canum III, Libra and its ruler Venus. The 
sprawling and brawling infant giant of 
nations had to be whipped into the 1-2-3 
of system, law, and order. The War of the 
Union did it. This same force of the 1-2-3, 
the basical principle of dynamics even that 
which supplies your electric light, contin- 
ued its work. Leadership in the worlds of 
industry and finance is our inheritance of 
this force when subsequently re-directed to 
conquest of Natural Law and the conver- 
sion of its resources. Nature released her 
wealth to the shovel, the axe, and the plow. 

Then came Roosevelt, 1933 and the New 
Deal. The harvest of the eight previous 
decades of the century was maturing and 
the jungle was reclaiming it. The Nation 
had run riot, and the 1-2-3 demanded its 
return to the path of the 3rd Arcanum from 
which it has strayed under over-long in- 
dulgence of the principle of laissez faire. 
Nothing happens on earth that did not first 
happen in the heavens, whether the after- 
math of a hurricane or the consequences of 
human conduct. Roosevelt and the New 
Deal are simply instruments of Cosmic Law 
in righting itself. The Opposition has the 
same genesis. War, conquest, peace on earth 
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were first generated above—in the realm of 
dynamical causation. That is as easy to 
agree with as it is to agree with the electric 
light was once coal in the ground or a 
mountain brook. Paraphrasing the great 
Kepler’s words, “If I am to speak of the 
result of my studies, what, I pray, can I 
find in the sky even remotely alluding to 
it?”, what can we find in the sky even re- 
motely alluding to Roosevelt and The New 
Deal? 

The Nation’s kabbalistic octave for the 
decade of 1933-42 is built of the trinity of 
its name which, when involved with time 
(1933), produces its trinity of self-expres- 
sion. Of the six is synthesized the 7th— 
its Prayer or spiritual focus. That number 
of the octave is considered to be the ruling 
foree of the decade because it is figuratively 
the rudder that describes the course to 
which the work of the other six numbers 
will be bent. ‘It is the aspirational index of 
the people, and aspirations are inexorably 
self-realizing—individually and collectively. 

The trinity of the Nation is: Spirit, Ar- 
canum XIII, Aries; Soul, Arcanum IX, 
Aquarius; and Body (politic), Arcanum IV, 
Scorpio. 

Its trinity of self-expression is: Business, 
Arcanum XI, Neptune; Religion, Arcanum 
VIII, Capricorn; and Organic Society, Ar 
canum X, Uranus. 

The 7th note of the octave is Arcanum 
XIV, Taurus. 

(NOTE—The astrological correspondents 
of the Major Arcana are at 1930 26° 48" 
back of their positions in the conventional 
zodiac, as in Roosevelt’s charts A and B 
herewith. The demonstration of this is 
given in my star map THE WORLD AND 
THE HEAVENS. Thus in Kabbalistic 
Astrology a planet is just entering a sign 
when the emphemeris shows it to be m 
26° 48” of it.) : 

Obviously the root of the name, or First 
Person of the Trinity, offers the key to the 
Spiritual Focus of the person or people, 
the manifestation of which is descri 
in the 7th. That is the objective, the 
First Person indicating the dynamical 
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force which motivates the body towards it. 

The cycle of action and reaction between 
the heavens and the earth producing objec- 
tive phenomena, referred to before, regis- 
ters geocentrically first, then outwards upon 
life in mass—reflecting lastly in its leader- 
ship. Humanity, therefore, always places 
in the front the kind of leaders it wants. 
President Roosevelt is, in consequence, the 
Will Of The People as were presidents 
Hoover, Coolidge, and their predecessors. 
However eccentrically the social mass may 
be influenced and led by propaganda simply 
confirms the point—in that changing the 
Will Of The People, and thereby changing 
its leaders, is the object of the propaganda. 
And the restless, turbulent, devil-may-care 
Spirit of Aries has been exploited to the 
limit by that means. Anything that chal- 
lenged the spirit of that robust sign, that 
promised a thrill in big enough figures, 
however hairbrained, was attacked with all 
the fevor of a Dervish dancing on a 
brazier. Every lobbyist in the halls of gov- 
ernment, every editor and columnist, every 
advertiser of goods to sell, every cheer- 
leader and sports-writer, attunes his chant 
to the Spirit of Aries—betting in the past 
on its response to the decimal. But that 
changed in 1938, and the system no longer 
works. The people are beginning to do their 
own thinking, and the President is respond- 
ing true to the Will of the 7th note of the 
octave—Arcanum XIV, Taurus, “Regen- 
eration and Temperance.’ The repeal of 
the 18th Amendment was one direct answer 
to its prayer that we undergo all the tests 
of self-government. 

In June 1933 the arch cosmic force of 
“change,” the planet Uranus and the 6th 
note of the octave, transitted into Aries 
whereupon Organic-Society began seven 
years of churning. The President could no 
more keep to his platform than he could 
hang on to a log going over Niagara. One 
hundred and twenty million people were 
stampeding, and he stopped it, thus making 
good the qualities of leadership shown in 
his chart and for which the people elected 
him. That entailed vast reorganization of 
policy in which there has been no miscar- 
riage of the Will Of The People. He has 
done what had to be done, and my charts 
for him since his election and to the set 
for 1986 here published show that an abun- 
dance of courage, vision, physical stamina 
and political sagacity supported him in the 
efficient doing of it. That statement is con- 
firmed in the fact that not a single hint 


for sympathy has come out of his stupen- 
dous labors—an Atlas who can carry the 
world on his shoulders with a smile as long 
as it needs, and then go fishing. How many 
of his predecessors can qualify for such a 
eulogy? 

What of the cost? That has gone the 
same way of the costs of all the wars 
America has ever fought, including that 
of the World War and its foreign loans. It 
has gone into the pockets of American 
Business, The Disabled and the Dependent 
are the only ultimate cost, and which Busi- 
ness can well afford to charge to its ple- 
thoric surplusage. Nothing has been con- 
sumed or destroyed which can not be re- 
placed or which would not have been 
destroyed eventually. Hence the Shade of 
John Stuart Mill most probably agrees that 
it has all been on the profit side of the 
ledger. Half of the people are free to de- 
velop a civilized race while the other half 
supports the work. That is as it should be, 
which history will confirm. 

The deepest import of Arcanum XIV in 
the 7th position is that the people want 
self-government from within themselves. 
They are tired of mis-government and be- 
trayal by faithless servants. Consciousness 
of that condition is coming from Capricorn, 
the 5th and Religious note of the octave. 
Capricorn struggles for Balance, Equili- 
brium, Control, and- Self-Government. Un- 
der its force the people are discovering that 
they are not being governed. They are 
finding that they are being driven in direc- 
tions opposed to their best interests, and 
Uranus in Aries means the social tide has 
definitely changed for the correction of that 
condition and the recovery of self-govern- 
ment. The “good government” is that gov- 
ernment of which the people are uncon- 
scious. They choose leaders who are 
expected to run their jobs properly, leaving 
them free to pursue their own individual 
ends. When government annoys and dis- 
tracts the people from their daily interests, 
revolution is coming. 

Neptune, the 4th and Business note of 
the octave, is the index of what is taking 
place in that department of national life. 
NIRA personifies this Utopian force in its 
vast projects comprehending the socializa- 
tion of Business. For eighty years the 
weaving of the economic fabric of the Na- 
tion mobilized human energy-economic blood 
—into colossal coagulations of wealth. That 
was necessary in the due process of national 
growth and integration. Human energy had 
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to be mobilized else the people would relapse 
into the tribal state of the aborigines. But 
now we face a new stage of growth and 
integration, since the old no longer serves. 
The cycle of evolving civilization is: Mobili- 
zation, Individuation, Regimentation, Equal- 
ization, and finally Nationalization. The 
philosophical formula is: “no body or en- 
tity is organically sound so long as a mem- 
ber is rebellious or undisciplined.” Neptune 
began the period of regimentation in 1933, 
with the consequences naturally to be ex- 
pected when a bull-pen is suddenly jammed 
with a horde of ruggedly individualistic 
bulls. Chaos. But what of it? What would 
have happened if the President hadn’t have 
thrown them in the bull-pen, mobilized them 
as it were, by closing the banks? National 
ruin. They forget that now when the stench 
of their own stampeding sweat is out of 
their nostrils, and begin their bellowing 
for the right to do it all over again. Sen- 
ator Black voiced the Country’s answer 
recently in words to the effect of: “Win in 
the courts if you may; we’ll get you through 
taxation.” And so we limn the onrush of 


the next stage—the period of Equalization. 
Thereafter “Social Justice” under Pisces, 
the 4th number of the decade of ’43: The 
Nationalization of Business and internal 


peace. 

The kabbalistic number of “Franklin D. 
Roosevelt” is 234, its sequence of itself a 
powerful organizing force. This evolves the 
trinity: Spirit, Aquarius; Soul, Capricorn; 
Personality, Capricorn. His decade changes 
with 1936, producing the trinity of self- 
expression: Business, Uranus; Religion, 
Sagittarius; Social Focus, Capricorn. 

The 7th note is Mars. 

We immediately see that the Country’s 
Soul number is the First Person of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s name and that its Religious 
number (meaning literally the objective 
expression of its Soul number) is three 
times present in his octave for next year. 
The 6th number of the Country is the 4th 
in the respective octaves for their decades. 
Mars, the 7th and ruler of his octave, with 
striking symbology is the ruler of the First 
Person of the national trinity. This means 
exactly what it says—that he will be surer 
of his position next year than now. Sagit- 
tarius, his Religious, and Neptune, the 
Country’s Business, alone remain unpaired. 
But the former is the root of Mars, and in 
its particular octave order The Archer may 
be depended on to vastly elevate the aims 
and aspirations of his Mars.

Excepting John C. Fremont the har. 
mony existing between Mr. Roosevelt and 
the American people next year as above 
developed has never been equalled. Fre. 
mont was the pioneer candidate of the New 
Republican party in 1856, two years after 
its organization, and who lost by a mere 60 
electoral votes, while Pierce, the retiring 
president, had won in ’52 by a plurality of 
212. On that comparison alone, we may 
concede re-election to Mr. Roosevelt next 
year and plan accordingly. The fact that 
there is no organized opposition nor is-any 
one in sight of the caliber to organize it, 
adds its assurances to such a forecast.

Students may skip 
the technicalities of that and verify the 
chart with the above data. Chart “B” is 
the conversion of “A” into the. constella- 
tions. This is done by the subtraction of 
26° 8” from the MCs of “A” and recasting 
the chart frame as “B”. The same correc- 
tion of 26° 8” is then applied to the planets 
places. The houses are divided according 
to the Campanus system of half cusps. 

Chart “B” reveals the Man. 

A marvellous panorama spreads before 
us immediately. Saturn, Neptune, and 
Jupiter are in Aries, the First Person of 
the Nation’s kabbalistic trinity. Mercury 
natal is in Aquarius, its Second Person. 
And his directed (outer circle) Sun, MC, 
N. Node, Mercury, and Venus are in Scor- 
pio, Third Person of its trinity. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt stands forth as the PERSONI- 
FICATION of the Spirit, Soul, and Body of 
America. There is no mistaking the cosmic 
symbology of the Man, whose magnitudes 
demand that we lean back to get his eleva- 
tion as when looking at the top from the 
base of Washington’s monument.

a day we shall develop understanding 
of the spiritual lessons contained in that 
which is called astrology; then concern over 
whether “this is the day for an investment” 
or “the day for meeting some one,” etc., 
etc, will be of no importance. Why, you 
ask? 

Because, with the complete acceptance 
and application of the esoteric truths, which 
are discoverable in the study of the, so 
often misunderstood, subject of astrology, 
will come inspirational thoughts of uplift, 
so definite and far-reaching that so-called 
material gains will be acquired. I have in 
detail explained this unfailing result before, 
have you forgotten? 

No one can live by bread (material 
things) alone but by the “words which pro- 
ceed” from the Christ ideal, and those 
words when understood, bring Wisdom, 
then the expanding spiritual life begins, 
and each individual can discern that which 
is good for him. These first truths must be 
sought, do you see, sought by you, all help 
is ready, but you must seek that which is 
prepared for your advancement! 

When I spoke to you of the Cancer need, 
the closed door was to be opened, and no 
one could open that door, but the “native” 
himself. The “Light of the World” was 
outside, waiting, but you of the Cancer sign 
had to make the first advance! There were 
masters for you, but nothing of develop- 
ment comes without an inner desire. 

We enter now into a study of the dual 
sign of Gemini, which has this admonition 
—precision in everything, then decision is 
acquired. 

Exactness, accuracy in all pursuits, not 
stiffness and formality, but definitely ad- 
hering to a line of thought or action. The 
mental and the emotional receiving the 
same attention. Where else shall we turn 
with so much assurance of finding the pre- 
cise qualities which we need, than to these 
masters: Keats, Schumann, Rubens? 

Within their messages will be found 
splendour, richness, vividness, and as the 
Gemini consciously contacts these attri- 
butes, he will understand and apply the 


fitting values of these three, which are 
peculiarly for him. 

It is possible and advisable for the 
native to give equal importance to them, 
which by this very means will encourage 
precision; you may ask the reason for my 
dwelling upon the trait of “precision” so 
much-Gemini is dual, increasing the prob- 
lems, as a study is made of the sign. 

Yes, Gemini is a difficult sign to develop, 
but be assured that many latent aids are 
within, waiting attention, no sign has more 
burdens given than can be carried! And 
carried to a beauty of completion, when 
one of the signs fails it is because the 
native has not accepted, and tried to ad- 
vance by way of his abilities. 

What are the basic factors of the Ge- 
mini? Common (flexible), airy, Mercury 
ruled, with key-notes such as, reasoning 
power, mutable nature and most promi- 
nent of all, a dual inheritance (through 
evolution). 

I have given you the complete design 
at first, that you may have the positive 
ideal now, and immediately sense the dan- 
gers of recognition from the negative part. 
The upward tendencies must be strictly ad- 
hered to in a dual sign, even more than in 
the others. 

In the last word of your key-notes I 
placed “dualism”, in that word is the real 
symbolic value of your sign. Gemini is 
dual, and with this attained knowledge, you 
must develop and maintain a level spiritual 
condition, avoiding any wavering from posi- 
tive ideals. 

Inner powers must be brought forward 
and given real recognition, inflowing spiri- 
tual enlightenment will come, and uniting 
make for that unity which is ever awaited 
by the Stranger Within. 

Keats gives the permanent and precise 
sensing of beauty; Schumann has poetic 
musical perfection; Rubens has the undis- 
puted claim for you in his appeal to the 
desires and the mind. Rubens is dual in 
his value but precise and definite as very 
few masters. 

Keats did not distort beauty but gave his 
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message clearly and with a master’s su- 
preme power—I mean by that from his 
master-visions, he wrote of his higher world 
visions and not concretely. The Gemini 
needs this rich coloring. 

Schumann was a master of high stand- 
ards, also richly colored, in the finest sense 
precise in his offerings; Rubens moved with 
the most masterly assurance, definitely to- 
ward a goal, quite unperturbed by any 
outer interference. 

Gemini depicting duality, a separateness, 
with consciousness of self to be gained. 
Does this sound a bit involved? Perhaps, 
but if the native cares with sufficient earn- 
estness, then he will search for the esoteric 
meaning which lies within that dual sign. 

Gemini is usually shown with the symbol 
of two columns: one of black and the other 
of white. This gives the student at once 
the feeling of segregation, division—and 
with a knowledge of a desired harmony, he 
knows that there must be unity and merg- 
ing of attributes. 

One begins to understand that these 
twelve signs, developed from Geminal 
ideals, in the long, long ago, have traits 
which can be found in the individuals 
within a given sign. With the gift of 
Free Will, each native can make of him- 
self a worth-while individual, by analyzing 
the fundamental characteristics and then 
building carefully and prayerfully to a per- 
fected design in life. 

These lessons which may be learned from 
your sign, will add to an easier existence, 
it will not destroy active and energetic 
expression, but gives a serene outlook and 
a more real capacity for unfoldment. 

The more one knows of esoteric beauty, 
the more capable is he of solving these 
problems, which I assure you will appear 
regularly, no one is too far on the Way, 
to be immune from difficulties! 

As I study the Gemini native, I find the 
importance of the Mercury rule—and also 
the great privilege of attaining the higher 
octave which will come from that which is 
called the Neptune influence. 

But please do not seek for that attain- 
ment until you have made the Mercury rule 
quite your own. I cannot run swiftly until 
I have acquired the ability to walk—I can- 
not write as universally as Shakespeare un- 
less I have conquered the long develop- 
ment preceding his “earned” power. We 
just must be content with this place of 
ours and add constantly until a higher un- 
derstanding is yziven.

Be aspiring, but know your possibilities, 
your requirements, and your limitations, 
then you may be certain that advancement 
will come. The higher octave will be yours 
finally, when you have “earned’’ it! 

The Gemini to become crystal clear, as 
the gem for you, and the aqua-marine, and 
the soft violet colors placed with your 
jewel—others too, but the softness is neces. 
sary for the stabilizing of these opposite 
pillars. 

The Gemini key-notes, reason (Mercury 
ruled), versatility (double influence), and 
dualism which is the very foundation of 
your sign. 

The key-notes tell you wherein can be 
found the incentive for action, the forces 
within, which developed, will bring the re- 
quired richness of perfect harmony. All 
life is a study of probabilities, but with this 
knowledge comes the duty of each one to 
so analyze himself that he may be capable 
of meeting unexpected problems, and ap- 
ply inspirations which will carry him safely 
beyond, or through any obstructions, 

The Gemini has his key-notes from which 
to gain fuller and richer harmonies, now 
and then something which is discord and 
dissonance appears, but no one wants the 
major chord constantly. Welcome the minor 
sounds, do not be afraid, listen to them— 
with spiritual expectation, and _ behold! 
They will resolve into beauty, filled with 
richest of overtones, and into this experi- 
ence will appear transcendent visions— 
violet and crystal, aqua-marine! 

I cannot explain for you, because I do 
not want to make it so easy—if you look 
you will get the symbolism, and thus you 
advance! You are infusing that expression 
of self, epigenesis, without which there is 
no unfolding. 

Be careful of your second key-note, ver- 
satility, there may be a tendency to vacil- 
late, to waver between the two natures. In 
a certain composer of music, I have found 
a true Gemini type. Master and exponent 
as he is, Richard Strauss, has given the 
most perfect exemplification of the duality 
of an “earned” power. From a marvelous 
tone poem of materiality to a peerless pres- 
entation of superman, he stands without an 
equal. 

He is indeed a master for the higher 
philosophy, the higher octave, transcending 
by brilliant flights the usual process. But 
though we must not disregard any message, 
Schumann is best for the Gemini, as he 
seeks for his inspirational values. 
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In my interpretations of the higher oc- 
taves, we do enter the esoteric more fully, 
but there is a preliminary work for all, and 
then we are ready to understand. The Initi- 
ate has only attained after many trials and 
much overcoming, and by great service to 
others, who have sought for encouragement, 
and note this, have not been refused the as- 
sistance. 

Character develops through ideals, your 
personality is just what you are, now make 
the most of what you really are, expand by 
accepting the best in everything. Help 
others by constructive thinking, and aiding 
by service when it is needed. 

Know your sign, as completely as possi- 
ble, as Gemini, you have more than one way 
for expression, but be precise in your 
choice, and do not dissipate this “earned” 
versatile nature. 

You can know that as a Gemini; there 
will be glowing opportunities, have you not 
seen them? Then your present duty is to 
direct that mentality of yours, and balance 
the duality of all forces. If you do not 
consciously attend to this spiritual duty, 
you may find yourself overwhelmed by all 
sorts of influences. Not just now and then, 
but all of the time must you guard this 
tendency. 

Avoid impatience or an over critical at- 
titude concerning events which come into 
your life and disturb you, do not pay so 
much attention to many and often unproven 
explanations. Keep a close watch within, 
the still small voice which comes insistently 
is the Starnger Within, ever trying to be 
heard. 

That you are fundamentally dual must 
warn you that even slight causes may effect 
your poise, and if not corrected there will 
be a result which makes for loss of precious 
time, and then you must begin all over 
again—let me help you in this advancement 
by my advice and suggestions for uplift. 

Will you believe me when I assure you 
that a well-rounded existence must contain 
beauty in everything, make that a definite 
search, and remember this, that attainment 
does not necessarily mean what is usually 
called fame, and success does not mean 
“making the front page”, but it is observ- 
ance of each small duty in a perfect way, 
then I promise you that others come, your 
vision, your viewpoint widens, and a full 
life is at last being lived—and by you! 

Because of this attained knowledge, I 
have built around the twelve signs of the 
Zodiac, certain aids from “my” masters, 









which if accepted and made one’s own, will 
bring fulness in self-consciousness. Al- 
ways do I caution my students that no one 
can by any possible means, develop or ad- 
vance upon the Path, alone. The other per- 
son must be helped along the Way, too, 
often, oh! so often does one wish to pro- 
gress alone—but the way is blocked for you, 
and greater and greater problems will come 
for you, until you accept the neighbor’s 
burden. I know, and it is absolutely re- 
quired of each one that he helps some one 
else. 

Through my mission of presenting these 
inspirations, I have come in contact with 
so many seeking expression through an un- 
derstanding of their places in life, perhaps 
sometimes I have seemed critical and ex- 
acting in my analysis. Read and re-read 
what I have said and you will know that 
each one must be merciless with himself— 
even to a hurt. That kind of wound will 
heal and greater peace comes after. A 
spark must disturb this clod, and each re- 
buff must be welcomed—Browning said 
that and you should be so glad when you 
are anxious over these spiritual lacks. 
Don’t you agree with me? 

And now my Gemini native! 

Your absolute need is for stabilizing, for 
quieting and for kindliness in dealing with 
yourself, but no evasion! I have a student 
who has Gemini on the ascendent, and so 
impatiently eager for advancement that it 
is necessary to be severe with her. In vain 
do I tell her the “truths: of the world eter- 
nally wait”, and that perfection comes but 
slowly. The agile mental quality of the 
Gemini is ever difficult to manage, so the 
reason must be used to govern this impetu- 
ous dual nature. 

Keats had the precise poetic-divining 
gift for beauty, unexcelled, and in his of- 
ferings for you will be found the value 
needed. The eternity of beauty runs like 
a sparkling silver thread all through his 
lines, the very essence of purest beauty. 
Make it your inspiration. 

Keats safely used this divine power to 
tell us of what he saw in imagination, as 
did Schumann, while your other master, 
Rubens, made concrete forms of that which 
appeared to him. 

The poet tells us, your poet, Keats: 

“Heard melodies are sweet, but those un- 

heard 

Are sweeter; 
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As doth eternity: ... 

Thou shalt remain, in midst of other woe 

Than ours, a friend to man, to whom 

thou say’st, 

‘Beauty is truth, truth beauty,’—that is 

all 

Ye know on earth, and all ye need to 

know.” 

The “heard melodies” are the ones which 
cause us to understand the “unheard ones 
which are sweeter”. When one seeks for 
the supernal uplift, the first impression will 
come by way of the “heard”, and that ac- 
ceptance, becoming part of you by way of 
the emotional and mental union, produces 
the real beauty, which is truth! 

To compare man with the symbolism in 
nature: 

“Four seasons fill the measure of the 

year; 

There are four seasons in the mind of 

men:” 
“Lusty spring”, “summer, ** when dream- 
ing high, is nearest heaven”, and “Autumn 
**when his wings he furleth close” and 
“Winter, too, of pale misfeature,”’ which 
shows his “mortal nature”. 

As Schumann was of this sign himself, 
he felt the importance of adhering to this 
motto: “When you appear before anyone, 
act always as if in the presence of a mas- 
ter”. As you listen to him, to use a very 
trite phrase, it will be found that Schu- 
mann “grows upon one.” 

For the Gemini this is invaluable, there 
is originality in his music, and because you 
are receiving that which is new, it is quite 
impossible to grasp its full meaning at 
once. So the natural versatile quality is 
suited for this effective Schumann trait. 

“Schumann ruled with a golden scepter 
over a splendid world of tones, and didst 
work therein with power and freedom”. 
You will find him ready for you in his 
songs, which are perfect, poetically and 
musically. The Pilgrimage of the Rose has 
a restless and distinct form, and a strange 
significance. You will find satisfying rich- 
ness of melody, there is great need for you 
to make this music yours. “Soaring”, 
“Whims”, and his longer and greater ones. 

Schumann presents an undiscovered new 
world, with precision, with just the crystal 
clearness, and violet coloring, and aqua- 
marine changing, needed for the Gemini. 

There will be tone-poems, but not the 
same as those of Richard Strauss, to which 
I have referred in this lecture. Schumann 
is just as original, but his moods are so dif- 
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ferent—as different as velvet from sat 
or flaming red from a violet! But the up. 
lift is there, new effects and often ey. 
quisite miniature-like pictures for you, if 
you will be patient enough to look for his 
message! 

Keats gives you beauty and also symbol. 
ism, as I have interpreted in other lectures, 
but in Schumann fanciful effects come in 
such a surprising way, in a sudden change 
of color, which you can detect if you have 
learned the gentle art of listening. 

And then as you discover these offerings, 
which are especially for the Gemini, a cer- 
tain sense of depth will be felt, which is 
attributable only where a spiritual philoso. 
phy is present. 

I have warned you in other lectures to 
not compare the different masters, Schu- 
mann with Bach or with Beethoven, or any 
others. Each is individual, if he is not, 
then he can not be called a master. In our 
master, Schumann, there will be found that 
ever-reaching for an ideal, typical of the 
aspirant, of the one who reaches beyond his 
grasp. He was ever conscious of his cre- 
ative power, some called him eccentric— 
all very new ideas are called by that word. 

But this should not be a cause for sur- 
prise, it is a master struggling to give ex- 
pression to his spiritual urge, and we are 
to discover the truth of his mission, or the 
falsity. 

We have here a glorified service—don't 
you see? We are all so linked together, 
that selfishness cannot enter in if we in- 
tend to develop through the divine plan. 

Now Rubens for the Gemini; in the ac 
ceptance of this master, his work must be 
considered as a whole; take his best for 
analysis. As his genius matured and ex- 
panded, with precision and exactness, he 
gave a real creative message to the world. 

True to a master’s design, he passed s¢- 
renely through a period of assimilation, 
gathered here and there the very essence of 
each experience, and then founded a created 
style which was his very own. 

Just as with you, or with any aspirant, 
the period during which he absorbed and 
blended, was giving promise of higher at 
complishments, that is, it should be the 
same with each one in his work: imitation 
to be avoided, and spiritual restraint to 
wards any desire to take too much from 
that which belongs to another. } 

In the expansion of precision, which is 4 
Gemini problem, there are rules to be col 
sidered: think out your sign for yo 
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then subdue or divert the faults as they 
appear, seeking for accuracy as you pro- 
ceed. At first the Gemini will realize that 
he is merely being accurate, the blending 
of the dual forces will, perhaps, seem a 
bit clumsy, an absence of desired propor- 
tion and harmony, but you must not be dis-

Rubens was extremely imaginative, and at 
the same time well-balanced mentally— 
there is the combination which is to be 
sought. 

Recalling the lecture on Cancer, and the 
spiritual need for opening the “door of the 
soul”, before advancement could be ex- 
pected, the sign of Capricorn will be studied 
in the next number of this series: Capricorn 
(Naphtali) released to complete a transi- 
tion. 

In Cancer we learned that certain in- 
spirational values came to a culmination, 
there was the absolute need for the “open- 
ing’”’ of the soul to receive more light! Haydn 
had a peculiar quality suited to this native, 
a certain simplicity of style, subtle and 
quite personal, which had an effect of 
creating while listening. 

This is true, as Haydn really bestows 
this force, by deliberately stimulating the 
interest, which in turn touches the native 
latent power. 

Cancer must remember that this master 
contains but a portion of the gifts, others 
must be sought for and added, consciously 
making the effort to kindle that spiritual 
desire for advancement. 

Do not feel that perhaps this desire is 
absent, it is a part of each one of us, only 
awaiting an opportunity for expression. 

The Stranger Within (the divinity of 
you) must be accorded this notice from 
your outer self, before unfolding and 
spreading a spiritual harmony throughout. 
The divine spark may be very tiny, almost 
smothered, sometimes, but it is there, never 
fear, and for each native is reserved the 
great happiness of permitting this melodi- 
ous and exquisite union. 

The occult influence, which is as we have 
learned of the invisible, and therefore cul- 


tural and aesthetic, too, must be accepted 
and applied. 

Not one of “my” masters wants the na- 
tive to assume an inert attitude, the gifts 
are from directed ones, who have a great 
devotion for their work, and a longing to 
be understood, and possessed. 

To be sure, certain masters for certain 
types, not all for all, each placé in the 
twelve signs, has so many differing char- 
acteristics. Sagittarius, with the drawn 
bow, filled with aspirations, greatly in need 
of fine impressions. Debussy making the 
attempt to reach the mental through the 
fine effects as felt in the emotional vehicle. 

The offered poet, Blake, is incomparable 
in his imaginative power. Imagination? 
Yes, to be fused with the creative urge, his 
imagination was not so abstract as the 
word might convey, it was a very definite 
world with him. And we completed the 
triad with Botticelli, whose technique is one 
of the most amazing contributions in all 
art. 

When each one of us arrives at any 
given place in evolution, radiance will be 
ready, glowing with inspiration, and noth- 
ing is required save that we, no matter 
under what sign, open the eyes for the 
vision. 

’Tis true that we may live lives of so- 
called obscurity, that nothing one ac- 
complishes need excite the public, or bring 
special notice, but ostentation or fame is 
not necessarily “goodness”, often it is, but 
I am here speaking of the secluded, the ap- 
parently “submerged ones”. 

Love your shaded retreat, take great 
care of that undisturbed sanctuary, there 
are many things to do! 

The secret place, so few have the chance 
to live there: just a gentle, softly-lived ex- 
istence, nothing rich or rare, but filled with 
opportunities. Do you forget the beauty 
of the lilies? Some one spoke of them, 
those well-known flowers, saying that 
“even Solomon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of these,” they were just 
common, well-known flowers. 

I venture to speak of these unassuming 
ones, because some one wrote to me, and 
confessed that “her plaintive Cancerian 
wail was lost in the beckoning objectives 
about her” and this admission betrays some 
fine understanding, absent from so many. 

The secondary conditions fail in offering 
a “heart’s ideal”, but life must be made 
radiant in spite of these non-essentials, we 
live in a work-a-day world, and so, weary 
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ges need us, especially when we have 
gained a higher knowledge. Give, and more 
shall be given that vou may again give— 
it is a transcendent undertaking. 

Schumann gives to the Gemini, interlaced 
thythm, small jewels, but so perfect! Do 
not forget that you are the one to interpret 
them, to so fit yourself that the uplift will 
become spiritual. Will you make for your- 
self something real from him, make it such 
a part of you that gradually the desired 
union will result ? 

Ideal beauty to be enshrined within you; 
Keats, almost more than any one else, 
presents this peerless quality, and though 
much of symbolism is concealed there, the 
very idyllic wording fills a Gemini need. 

We only read Keats arizht when we 
know and quite comprehend that he wrote 
for the sake of truth and for the sake of 
life itself. that is rea! truth. which con- 
tains such beauty. 

Schumann gave beauty, which is called 
romanticism, but he gave definitely some- 
thing new, his own. There is always a cer- 
tain mellowness in him, though nothing of 
softness. The reason he suits the Gemini 
comes from his precision of presenting his 
gifts in his own Schumannesque way. Yes, 
he was as much of a pioneer as any other 
master. 

Schumann lacked the exactness of a 
Bach, or the overwhelming character of a 
Beethoven—but we need many kinds of 
masters. We cannot help sensing the dis- 
tinctiveness in Schumann, and the power, 
dual but perfectly poised. 

Schumann was himself a Gemini, he un- 
derstood his mission, and he never relaxed 
in his determination to give a master’s con- 
tribution to the world of tone. True—he 
constantly pursued an ideal which he could 
Not possess, but that is the manner of all 
who aspire. 

Dual in being poetic and musically per- 
fect, with real esoteric meaning to be dis- 
covered in Pilgrimage of the Rose, and 
Paradise and the Peri, which interpretation 
belongs to the next cycle. 

Gemini, airy, common, and these necessi- 
tate holding aloft a high ideal, in no way 
swerving from a harmony of the two pil- 
lars. That dual symbol was developed 
through long ages gone, the fundamental 
characteristics grew finally to a spiritual 
design, as shown in your traits. These at- 
tributes are yours today, and knowing this 
truth, makes it possible to present values 
for you—make them your own and beauty 


will be shown that advancement may be 
made along the Path. 

Wisdom comes slowly, and often halting- 
ly, it seems so difficult for us to accept, we 
hesitate to “live the life”, we are so afraid 
that we may be required to make strange 
denials. If I could make you know that it 
is a reverse method, that esoteric astrology 
is filled with the most gorgeous truths, that 
each of the signs is filled with promise for 
the native. The greatest of masters pre- 
pared real uplift for you, that by a reaching 
up to higher states of mind, spiritual condi- 
tions become yours, made permanent, then 
further advancement is possible. 

The different vehicles in which you are 
privileged to function must be cared for, 
must be in perfect accord; the dense body, 
which is a marvelous instrument, brought 
up through a long period of evolution for 
our use; attune it to the emotional nature, 
and act through the direction o- the mental 
vehicle. Then the Stranger Within may as- 
sert itself, live in fulness of understanding, 
and illumination will come. I promise you! 

The Light will surround you, and you 
will walk in that light; the philosophy of 
an esoteric truth should be accepted. I told 
you once that as the greater understanding 
of your masters, and of real service was 
yours, then the need of a spiritual philoso- 
phy would be felt. The mind lifted to a 
higher realm by these two “unfoldings”, 
and the soul-consciousness expands. 

Keats, Schumann, Rubens, each with dis- 
tinct lessons for the duality of the Gemini. 
One of the most unwelcome lessons to learn 
in esoteric study is that it requires real 
longing for truth. so you of this sign must 
accept the fact that you are of a mutable 
condition, dual, and must proceed with cau- 
tion. The deeper knowledge cannot come 
until quietness and perfect control is your 
possession. 

You will have a strange inclination to 
change decisions and moods, unstable as 
water, you cannot excel, and it is for you 
to accept and develop the many fine char- 
acteristics which are yours by the very 
nature of a dual sign. 

You are dual, vut that does not mean that 
you are to be double in any sense, which 
might be called material; just bring about 
harmonious standards of thought and walk 
in a precise Way—precise in the exactness 
of high spirituality. 

Spiritualize your powers that you may 
be a channel for real attainment, gain

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A General Forecast for 1936 


ae does a year roll around with 
such a clear cut line of progress—or retro- 
gress—laid out for it in planetary, economic, 
and political indications as the year which 
we now enter, 1936. Rarely can the as- 
trologer, with his index of past experience, 
look to the future with such confidence 
that he has at least a general idea of what 
is going to develop in the affairs of men. 
And still less rarely are the planetary 
indications confirmed and given force by 
the evidence of sound common sense, and 
by the judgment of keen observers who may 
or may not know anything about astrology, 
but who none the less know the trend of 
their times, and from them can read the 
trend of the future. For forecasting is no 
longer the province of astrologers alone, as 
anyone may know who reads the daily 
papers. Prophesy has well nigh replaced 
mathematics in the minds of economists and 


politicians; and scarcely a day goes by in 
which one or another of this group, before 
one or another audience, does not foretell 
the future with an accuracy that is some- 
times surprisingly in accordance with the 
findings of those of us who study the plan- 
ets, and attempt from them to see the 


shape of things to come. Thus, recently, 
Lewi Douglas, ex-U. S. Director of the Bud- 
get under Mr. Roosevelt, expressed his con- 
viction that we were in for a boom to be 
followed by a collapse, and that “the people 
had in it their power to choose between a 
small boom and a small collapse, or a big 
boom and a big collapse.” 

This will be recognized by readers of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY as the very sort of 
idea that we have been trying to put across 
at least since the February issue of 1935, in 
the Aquarius General Forecast, when, dis- 
cussing the entry of Saturn into Pisces, we 
indicated the dangers of overexpansion to 
Aquarians in particular, and to the world 
in general. Scarcely a month has gone by 
in which, in one form or another, we have 
not posted the speed warnings, and said, in 
effect, “dangerous curves ahead—go into 
second gear and save your brake bands.” 
Thus Mr. Douglas’s statement, based on

findings other than astrological, comes as 
a welcome support of what we have be 
lieved for a long time. 

Going further back in the realms of non- 
astrological prophesy, we come to the presi- 
dential campaign of 1932, when Mr. Hoover 
(with all his faults an accurate estimator 
of his opponent and eventual Conqueror) 
declared, more often than we can count, 
that Mr. Roosevelt’s policies would prove 
unsound, that the way of inflation was the 
way of destruction, and that we should have 
none of it. Later, following the election 
and inauguration, Senator Carter Glass was 
reported to have rejected the portfolio of 
the Treasury, making the implied predic. 
tion (since amply justified) that under the 
avowed intentions of the Administration, 
fiscal affairs were bound to get into a state 
that he did not wish to be responsible for. 
Even if we discount the perpetual cries of 
Republican woe that in a Democratic admin- 
istration rise as automatically as moans 
from the Wailing Wall at Jerusalem, the 
accuracy of political and economic prophesy 
in the last few years has been encouraging. 

All the indices point along one curve— 
first up, and then down. This, in a general 
way, is the route of economic and political 
movement in 1936—a powerful upswing 
from January till June, followed by 4 
nervous period from June till the election 
which will bring things down again with 
a sudden swoop, and take the breath—and 
the money—from those who have in their 
arrogance and optimism soared too high. 
This, in a word, is the index of the planets, 
and it is also the summation of the pro 
phesies that have been made in the publie 
press, by men in a position to know the 
facts of the government’s fiscal and social 
policy. 

The astrological index of this movement 
is simple enough. The mutable cross 
activated this year by the presence of three 
planets: Saturn in Pisces, Neptune 2 
Virgo, Jupiter in Sagittarius. The strongly 
Neptunian and Jupiterian bias of this com- 
bination will very nearly eradicate th 
sobering and stabalizing influence of Satur, 
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whose qualities of restraint are at their 
worst in Pisces, and are further confused 
and muddled by his opposition to Neptune, 
and his square to Jupiter. Neptune, also, 


must be reckoned with as a powerful factor, - 


from two angles: first, the boom of the war 
and the twenties was exactly the span of 
his stay in the fiery and expansive Leo; 
and, the depression began, and has con- 
tinued, under his presence in the dry and 
laborious Virgo; second, in Virgo he repre- 
sents the resurgence of the power of labor, 
of the common man, which during his last 
stay in Virgo created the two great repub- 
lics of France and America, out of the 
king-ruled societies that had preceded them. 
Opposed by Saturn, and squared by Jupiter, 
which two planets indicate vested interests, 
it seems certain that important develop- 
ments in the independence of labor, both as 
an organized political group, but more 
especially as a class of society, will be of 
the first importance in the collapse of the 
prosperity that is now being so carelessly 
built up along false and inflationary lines. 

The falsity of the present boom is de- 
finitely Neptunian, and should begin to be 
felt as Mars activates the opposition of 
Saturn and Neptune, starting the middle 
of January, and running till the last week 
in February. This is a definitely expansive 
influence, and coming under the conjunction 
of Saturn and Mars, may appear at the 
time to be a new dawn; for the fears of 
Saturn and the energies of Mars appear to 
work in harmony when the two are in 
conjunction. What really happens, of course, 
is that they do not work in harmony in the 
least: rather, they do not work at all. The 
fears of Saturn are momentarily put to 
sleep by Mars, and the energies of Mars 
become harnessed up under the yoke of 
Saturn, so that what really occurs is that 
the world drives forward without the sense 
to be afraid .. . which is a rather differ- 
ent thing from courage. Add to this the 
confusion and megalomania that accrue 
when Mars opposes Neptune—the delusions 
of grandeur that are induced in individuals 
and nations influenced by that great de- 
ceiver—and you can imagine for yourselves 
what sort of inflationary optimism we are 
going to be fed, following the convening 
of the next Congress. Jupiter, the Press, 
in his own sign Sagittarius, is apparently 
Swept into this muddle; and the state of 
mind of the entire country from January 
14 to February 28 is almost certain to 
be one of gaudy dreams which the easy 


flow of money seems bound to encourage. 

In the midst of all this, however, the 
masters appear to be fighting with them- 
selves—the powers seem unable to agree. 
Jupiter squaring Saturn is probably best 
symbolized in the reversals of decision that 
are now (as this is written at the end of 
November) beginning to arise from the 
courts, both local and Supreme. The in- 
junction on the U. S. government, not to 
collect the processing taxes in the rice 
industry, was the first shot to be fired at 
one constituted authority by another, follow- 
ing the entry of Jupiter into Sagittarius, 
and his approach to the square of Saturn. 
That further reversals of judgment will 
pester the administration and put a spoke 
in the wheels of its policy seems certain, 
since this square between Jupiter and 
Saturn persists more or less all year, and 
does not augur well for agreement between 
those in power. On the other side we see 
labor (Neptune in Virgo) stubbornly op- 
posing both of these; and the cross pur- 
poses are bound to make instability, if not 
actual trouble, in the economic and political 
life of the nation. 

Mars, the great activator of otherwise 
static conditions, moves through the Zodiac 
rapidly this year, not falling into that re- 
trograde motion which held up the March 
of Events in the early months of 1936; and 
three times activating the mutable cross 
which is responsible for the 1936 tension. 
The first of these times, dealt with above, 
falls in January and February; the second 
occurs from May 14 to June 23, when 
Mars in Gemini occupies the otherwise free 
arm of the cross, and the ascendant of the 
horoscope of the United States. This is 
bound to be the most critical time of the 
year, for here the results of all that has 
been developing since January will be seen 
... and the results do not look striking 
for stability. This Mars, in Gemini, is the 
Mars of the horoscope of the United States, 
and the Mars of Franklin D. Roosevelt, so 
that whatever occurs at this time is certain 
to have a bearing on the fortunes of the 
country, and of the President, as they will 
be affected in the November elections. Mr. 
Roosevelt is likely to take a new lease on 
life here, as a result of the Democratic con- 
vention, and to go forward from here with 
renewed personal power... based on the 
fallacy of Neptune on his Uranus, and op- 
posed by the transitting Saturn which, in 
his seventh house is bringing him during 
this year new and powerful enemies, who 
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will have become bolder and bolder from 
January to June, and who after June may 
be expected to subside in despair of ever be- 
ing able to beat the personal charm and 
magnetism of their opponent. . . . The third 
of these Martian periods spans the election 
date, with Mars in Virgo from September 
27 till November 14, contacting the ascen- 
dant and Uranus in the horoscope of the 
president, and opposing his enemies, Saturn. 
There seems every index that Mr. Roosevelt 
will win the election, probably by no such 
margin as swept him into power in 1932, 
but still by a sufficient margin to insure 
victory . . . a highly personal victory at 
that. 

Concommitant with the election, however, 
there seems to be additional confusion in 
economic circles, as the crest of the boom, 
passed in June, starts to recoil. In some 
way or other, Labor has a victory at the 
polls in November; and the index is that 
though Mr. Roosevelt will have a personal 
victory, he will be forced to work with a 
hostile Congress which will more or less tie 
his hands, and make the progress of his 
plans difficult. 

Thus, with respect to the United States 
especially, 1936 holds definite dangers: of 
over-expansion, of inflation, of optimism 
- run riot, of eventual collapse of hopes if 
the hopes have flown too high. To Ameri- 
cans the warning must be Caution! Look 
before you leap! Sound the depth before 
you dive! and In case of fire, walk, don’t 
run to the nearest exit. Despite this warn- 
ing, there will be many who imagine them- 
selves back in the boom days of 1929, who 
will hope to build, or rebuild, fortunes lost 
or dreamed of . .. and who in reaching 
for the Moon, will fall over the precipice 
to the destruction of their hopes. Money 
will be made in 1936, by many ... and 
will be held and put to good account by 
those prudent souls who can see the limita- 
tions of possibilities, and who are willing 
to withdraw with their winnings before 
they have lost them all, and their invest- 
ment as well. The indicated periods when 
Mars is on the mutable cross (Jan.-Feb.; 
May-June; Oct.-Nov.) will be the definite 
danger points; at other times, plans should 
be laid with these dangers in mind, and with 
the idea always uppermost that the thing 
to be sought is not speed, but safety; not 
riches, but security; not power, but comfort. 

With respect to world-wide conditions, 
there seems less likelihood of war and 
bloodshed than there seemed in 1935. The 


crisis which passed in September and Octo. 
ber, 1935, bore certain alarming analogies, 
astrologically, to the critical days of June- 
July, 1914. With that threat behind us, 
1936 looks comparatively peaceful. The 
New Moon of April 21, in conjunction with 
Uranus, and in the same sign with Mars, 
may throw a momentary scare into Europe, 
the more so since it activates the horoscope 
of Hitler dangerously, and may find that 
Mittleeuropean dictator restless in his 
power. But an outbreak here is not in- 
dicated. The opposition of the Sun to 
Uranus, which always seems involved with 
the war and peace of Europe, falls this year 
with Mars conjunction Neptune and opposed 
to Saturn, around the time of the United 
States elections; and may easily see some 
kind of outbreak in Europe. But the evi- 
dence of the past does not make 1936 look 
like a warlike year. The opposition of 
Saturn to Neptune which dominates the 
year is not a warlike configuration; it is 
rather a time of oppression of minorities by 
powerful rulers or interests, and of the 
growth of social consciousness; war may re- 
sult from it, but not till very late in the 
year, if at all. It looks rather as if the 
checks of Europe on Mussolini may be with- 
drawn for reasons of Imperial interest, and 
as if the whole idealistic structure of the 
League, with its avowal to protect minori- 
ties, may become just so many phrases. 
Those in power are more likely, in 1936, to 
come to agreements with each other, than to 
go to war; what results may seem like war 
to those less in the know—but it will be a 
war of titans fighting side by side for their 
own interests, rather than tearing each 
other apart. A communism of capital seems 
likely to arise to combat the “menace” of 
labor, and to “protect the interests of all.” 
But the “all” who benefit here seems bound 
to be the few rather than the many. 

As a result of this, however, no matter 
how disagreeable it may be while in prog- 
ress, the true status of such protective and 
preventive measures will be discovered. 
For this is a year of the testing of fallacies 

. whether of dictatorship, Fascism, in- 
flation, ‘or personal ambition . . . and it 
may be predicted that the fruits of 1936, 
in the thinking and governing of the world, 
will be farther reaching, and of more per- 
manent significance in the future of the life 
of western civilization, than any year in 


the memory of the generations now living... 


It is a year when the great slogans of the

\ Y HATEVER else may be said of the 


year of 1936, no one will ever declare that 
it was not dramatic or interesting. Indeed, 
the happenings in the United States as in 
other countries will certainly make our 
sleepy old world sit up and rub its eyes. 
And yet in some ways the year will be not 
half bad and I have no hesitancy in saying 
that our own United States will fare much 
better than the rest of the world. 

I know that all my readers are wondering 
what the stars indicate about the very im- 
portant question of war or peace. And tak- 
ing up this matter, I can say with no hesi- 
tancy at all that the United States, our 
mother country, will not be embroiled in 
European war. Let me explain here what 
I presume most of my readers already know 
that the astrological year is not the same 
as the calendar year. It begins with the 
passage of the sun into the first point of 
Aries, which occurs each year at a slightly 
different time, but some place between the 
nineteenth of March and the twenty-third 
of that month. 

In predicting for nations we have not as 
much of a library of books for our use as 
we have in predicting for individuals. 
There is, however, a mass of tradition as 
well as scattering but vital records for 
many years past. Indeed this tradition and 
these records extend into the far distant 
past and even back to that Egypt where the 
_ sun Sirius heralded the rising of the 

ile. 

Of course we have some books on Mun- 
dane Astrology, some very rare, some out 
of print, and a few quite modern. Never- 
theless, Mundane or National and Inter- 
national Astrology is to me the most 
fascinating of all the branches of our fasci- 
nating study. It intrigues me tremendously 
to watch the flow of cosmic forces as typi- 
fied by the influence of the planets, upon 
our very small and rather unimportant 
Planet, the earth. Terra, so amazingly in- 
teresting and important to us in our little 
round of lives and days is only a member 
of one solar system and at that a com- 
paratively small and insignificant member. 


Year of 1936

But to return to what I have said about 
the calendar year and the astrological year. 
The astrological year is divided into four 
quarters, these quarters are signified by the 
entry of the sun into each of the cardinal 
signs Aries, Cancer, Libra, and Capricorn. 
These quarters are popularly known as the 
beginning of Spring, Summer, Fall, and 
Winter. The time is usually heralded in 
the daily papers. The beginning of Spring, 
or the Aries Ingress is the most important 
of these periods and governs the whole year 
with the others as subsidiary. The Aries 
Ingress rules alone until the beginning of 
Summer when the Cancer Ingress becomes 
a subsidiary to it, and rules as vice regent 
for three months. It is then dissolved and 
has no more influence upon the year. The 
Libra and Capricorn Ingresses also operate 
in the same fashion. 

As 1936 opens we are still under the 
sway of the Aries Ingress of 1935 and we 
will be under this Ingress until March 20, 
1936. The subsidiary influence is the Cap- 
ricorn Ingress of 1935, which takes place 
on the twenty-second of December. 

In Mundane Astrology we also use a 
number of other factors. Among these are 
the charts of various countries and their 
rulers, important statesmen and leading 
public men and women. Then too, we make 
charts for the lunations, particularly the 
new Moon. Nevertheless, prediction as to 
political and national events may be made 
from all the phases of the Moon. 

Eclipses whether of the Sun or of the 
Moon are also vital factors. Great con- 
junctions of the planets are also used. One 
of the most important predictive elements, 
is the conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter. 
These conjunctions are known as mutations 
and have great influence throughout a term 
of years. They are now falling in the 
earth’s signs. 

The fixed stars are also frequently em- 
ployed in making national predictions and 
are very important, just as they are in na- 
tivities. An American, L. Edward Johndro, 
has written some five books dealing with 
their area of influence. Unfortunately, the 
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use of these books entails considerable ma- 
thematical calculations. 

Each degree of the zodiac has its own 
particular influence. The Hindus know this 
and Western astrologers have also made. 
important studies on this question. Per- 
haps the most exhaustive and original work 
has been done by Maurice Wemyss in his 
very important books, “The Wheel of 
Life,” of which there are already several 
volumes. 

Maurice Wemyss’ observations are of in- 
estimable help to the student of Mundane 
Astrology. 

The astrological signs are commonly al- 
lotted to the rulership of towns and coun- 
tries. Much of this rulership comes down 
from early times, but a good deal has been 
added through careful modern research. 
Weather Astrology, or Astrometeorology is 
one of the branches of National Astrology. 
It requires careful correlation with the 
records and theories of the weather bu- 
reau, and while very interesting is rather 
complicated. 

Having thus outlined the theories upon 
which we proceed, let us return now to the 
Aries Ingress of 1935. In this figure we 
had a fixed sign, Taurus rising. Taurus is 
the natural ruler of Finance and so we see 
that finance has been the great questions of 
the year for one and all. In order tc pre- 
dict with accuracy for a country we cast a 
chart for its capital. Thus the charts for 
the United States are cast for Washington, 
D. C., and the charts for England are cast 
for London. However, in a great country 
such as our own, locality influences are 
very important and we can make maps 
for every fifteen degrees of longitude or in 
fact for any place which we wish to regard 
as the center of our observations. 

In the Aries Ingress for 1935 Jupiter was 
in the seventh house which governs our 
foreign relations. From this and other in- 
dications now becoming evident in the maps 
for 1936, I have stated my conclusion in 
the beginning of this article, which is the 
United States will not be drawn into war. 
Nevertheless this does not mean that our 
foreign relations will not be hectic, com- 
plicated and very difficult. In the Capri- 
corn Ingress, 1935 Taurus again rises with 
Uranus the planet of progress rising in 
Taurus trine to the Sun which is in the 
ninth house of the horoscope, ruling foreign 
relations and legal matters. Thus we find 
that our foreign relations and our Supreme 
Court decisions will be great factors for 


the winter. In this map we find Venus in 
the seventh house in good aspect to Nep. 
tune. This is another good augury for 
our agreement with neighbors near and 
far, and spells peace. 

Trouble to friendly nations is neverthe- 
less indicated in this map by the position 
of Saturn in Pisces in the eleventh house 
of the horoscope. Foreign nations may also 
expect some trouble through their money 
affairs, because Jupiter in that house which 
refers to the money of foreign nations is 
square of Saturn. 

We may note with some regret that Mars 
is in the tenth house which rules the Presi- 
dent and that it is in Aquarius, his Sun 
sign and almost exactly in conjunction with 
his Sun. His Sun at birth is in the fifth 
house of the horoscope which rules chil- 
dren. Therefore this transit may cause 
more trouble or publicity for one of the 
younger generation. This trouble however, 
will probably not be of a very serious na- 
ture. I mean of a serious nature where 
his children are concerned. The Winter 
quarter, however, promises many attacks 
upon his political policy. Charges of bad 
faith will persist. ‘ 

There is one very unusual] feature of 
this year which I must recommend for 
study to those of my readers who are 30 
inclined. This is the question of the 
eclipses of the year. The old writers said 
that the new Moon, if it occurred near 
the point of the Aries Ingress was as im- 
portant as the Ingress itself. My own ob- 
servations lead me to think that these new 
Moons are very important. New Moons 
close to the point of any Ingress are also 
very powerful. Eclipses close to the point 
of an Ingress are still more powerful. On 
Christmas Day, 1935, we have an eclipse 
of the Sun which will have a great influ 
ence upon the coming three months, since 
it falls so near to the first point of Capri- 
corn. 

On June 19th, we also have a tremendous 
total eclipse of the Sun. It falls very near 
to the first point of Cancer, and the Cancer 
Ingress and will almost dominate the rest 
of the year. When I have spoken of 1936 
as a dramatic year I had these eclipses In 
mind as well as other points. 

I have spoken of the influence of the Sun 
eclipse of Christmas, 1935. Our authorities 
on eclipses have attributed a particular and 
definite effect from eclipses in the different 
decanates. The influence of this one has 
been tabulated as “Evil to great men, trou- 
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ble to a king, rebellion.” A map made for 
this eclipse repeats many of the influences 
of the Capricorn Ingress. The eclipse as 
well as the Ingress falls in the ninth house 
for Washington, also of course trining 
Uranus. In general the same planetary 
conditions prevail. Mars, however, has 
moved into the eleventh house. This gov- 
erns Congress as well as friendly nations. 
Therefore we may expect much trouble and 
excitement about foreign affairs as well as 
trouble in Congress. This eclipse falls on 
Mercury in the League of Nations chart, 
and we may expect another message from 
that body. 

The first great conjunction of the year 
is that of Saturn and Mars. This con- 
junction falls in the sign Pisces, on the 
25th of January immediately following a 
new Moon which fell square of Uranus. 
It indicates violent storms, earthquakes, 
and serious trouble in the world. We may 
also expect floods, jail breaks and disorders 
and trouble in all kinds of institutions. It 
probably indicates the effects of the cutting 
off of relief where relief is much needed 
and much secret and public activity on this 
question. 

The opposition of Saturn and Neptune is 
a dominating and insidious influence where 
the year 1936 is concerned. It is an under 
cover and secret vibration, and indicates 
much confusion, treachery, as well as great 
floods and troubles at sea and about water- 
ways. In February, Mars will go from the 
conjunction of Saturn to the opposition of 
Neptune. This is an ominous indication 
showing much trouble with wrecks, secret 
crime and a confusion about commerce and 
foreign conditions. A number of indica- 
tions for the year show that the President 
will be forced to bow to the pressure of 
economic circumstance. 

In March the opposition of Saturn and 
Neptune will be completed. March 8th is 
a serious day with a menace of floods and 
storm. While Jupiter in Sagittarius in- 
dicates the rising tide of prosperity the 
square of Saturn showing forth at various 
times during the year shows that there will 
be business reactions and that the little fel- 
low will not share in prosperity. 

But we must hasten on to our Aries In- 
gress. This takes place for Washington 
with Leo rising. Here again, the Ingress 
takes place in the ninth house and the lord 
of the year, the Sun, is in the ninth. This 
brings foreign affairs, Supreme Court de- 
cisions, flying, and religion all upon the 


preferred list. It also gives travel to the 
President. With the Sun the ruler of the 
figure in weak good aspect to Venus some 
trade benefits occur but the square of the 
Sun to Jupiter nevertheless disturbs trade 
and commerce, giving some important law 
cases and many crimes. With the Sun in 
weak good aspect to Uranus, Astrology and 
Astrologers will progress and the govern- 
ment will win legal decisions. Congress 
will enact progressive, almost revolutionary 
legislation. 

Under the planetary indications in this 
chart, theatres prosper and women will 
make remarkable progress. There will be 
heavy contributions to charity and this is 
certainly necessary since destitution and 
distress will be rife this year. I also an- 
ticipate the launching of new vessels and 
increases in our navy. 

With the Moon in good aspect to Jupiter 
spiritual and religious matters will be to 
the fore. With the Moon in good aspect 
to Mars the army and navy will be a center 
of activity. Nevertheless although the 
United States becomes *better prepared and 
is brave and self confident she will hold 
her hand and will not be drawn into foreign 
troubles. ‘Peace with honor,” is her motto. 
This indication is shown in many places. 
There may, however, be changes in the 
cabinet and at least one well known figure 
will make his exit. 

With Mercury in the eighth house in con- 
junction with Saturn there will probably be 
the death of many writers and writers may 
suffer. Some important multi-millionaire 
may die. and there will be trouble about 
taxing his estate. With Venus in conjunc- 
tion with Mercury we may have holidays, 
celebrations, and many ceremonials. Mer- 
cury in conjunction with Saturn also dis- 
turbs railways, railway and post office 
workers and trade in general. It indicates 
some mental disease, secret crime and an 
inclination to suicide on the part of un- 
fortunate ones. Legislation, at least some 
legislation, will be unpopular. 

With Mercury in good aspect to Uranus, 
however, we may expect plenty of political 
excitement and endless new theories. In- 
vention and aviation will progress and bene- 
fit. There is no doubt but that we must 
expect that the United States will have 
one of the hottest political campaigns in re- 
cent years. With Mercury in opposition to 
Neptune scandal, slander, and whispering 
campaigns may be expected. There may 
be an epidemic of some strange character 
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with sicknesses hard to diagnose and some 
peculiar vice problems. 

The influence of Neptune in the second 
house of the horoscope which rules finance 
in opposition to Saturn in the eighth and 
also in opposition to Mercury is a whole 
history in itself. There will be many swin- 
dles and great frauds. While much pro- 
gressive legislation will go through, some 
measure for relief will just fail. Civil 
service workers will suffer. 

With Venus in the eighth there will be 
many peculiar deaths of women in strange 
circumstances. Some of these may be by 
poison and earthquakes will take their toll. 
While there are certain afflictions under 
which women are suffering this year yet 
they will also forge ahead in a very def- 
inite way. 

Last year the map showed women af- 
flicted and pushed to the back but this year 
they will make remarkable progress. New 
laws which they advocate will be enacted 
and there will be drastic changes in mar- 
riage laws. 

Mars in Aries iff the ninth house indi- 
cates the death of important religious char- 
acters. With Mars ttrining Jupiter, 
churches, however, will benefit and beaui- 
ful buildings will be opened. There will 
also be new hospitals, institutions, and pub- 
lic buildings of various character. How- 
ever, Mars at the Aries Ingress is apply- 
ing to the conjunction of Uranus. This 
conjunction occurs on April 7th. Some- 
where around this period or a little later 
we may expect earthquakes, physical and 
material. There will be much bad temper 
in debate and changes in the cabinet. Some 
statesmen may be ill. Mars, in conjunc- 
tion with Uranus in Taurus, threatens an 
epidemic of throat trouble particularly for 
those born the end of April, the end of 
October any year or with Neptune in the 
beginning of Taurus. 

With Jupiter in Sagittarius in the fifth 
house of the horoscope we may expect an 
epidemic of gambling, and an attempt to 
legalize lotteries. There will also be a 
heavy boom on the stock market but this 
will bring reactions later. Inflation is un- 
doubtedly not only on the way but prob- 
ably here. With Jupiter square Saturn 
many firms may make the same mistake 
that they have in previous years and over 
expand. This will result in bankruptcy for 
a number. 

There is no particular hope of any re- 
duction in taxes. Those who expect this 


had better disabuse their minds of that 
hope. Taxes will increase rather than de. 
cease and there will be much talk of con- 
fiscating great estates. Communists and 
communist propaganda will be everywhere, 

The excuse for this propaganda will 
doubtless come through fluctuation of the 
currency and confusion in values and in 
financial matters. New parties may be 
planned and even established. 

Perhaps some new plans will be advanced 
concerning water power and water ways. 
The world’s water ways will be much to 
the fore. With Neptune opposite Saturn 
during the year we may expect many Nep- 
tune and Saturn diseases and many deaths 
of old people some of which will occur in 
institutions. 

I have spoken of the neomenia or the 
new Moon of the year. This occurs on 
March 23rd and is in the fourth house, 
The fourth house rules domestic conditions. 
This figure shows bitter opposition to the 
President and some political treachery. 
Our hands will be full with our domestic 
affairs and well it is that we will refrain 
from mixing in foreign matters. 

The Cancer Ingress on June 21st occurs 
in the eleventh house, Congress and friendly 
nations. It is very adverse and the Sun- 
mer will be very hard. In connection with 
this point we must take up the eclipse of 
June 19th, very important for the United 
States since it falls in Gemini, the ruling 
Sun of the United States. It is in con- 
junction with Mars and Venus and square 
of Saturn and separating from the opposi- 
tion of Jupiter and the square of Neptune. 
This eclipse is total in the Mediterranean. 
It falls on Mars in the United States chart 
and it also falls on Mars in the chart of 
the President. To me it indicates very seri- 
ous trouble in the Mediterranean involving 
England. 

The Aries Ingress for London has Mars 
in the seventh house, that of foreign rela- 
tions. I very much fear that England will 
apply sanctions against Italy which am 
more than commercial and that clashes, 
even battles, may occur in the Mediterra- 
nean which may involve Egypt. ‘The 
eclipse falls on Uranus in the horoscope of 
King George of England. His chart is not 
in good shape, anyhow. 

The chart of his popular consort, Queel 
Mary, is also not in very good shape. There 
is enough affliction in the charts of the Eng- 
lish royal family to indicate serious coml- 
plications. Mr. Stanley Baldwin, the Eng 
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lish premier, was born on the third of 
August, 1867. He is said to have Aquarius 
rising. The Moon at the Aries Ingress 
js in Aquarius signifying progressive ideas 
all over the world. He has very good di- 
rections in his horoscope at present but the 
progressed Mars is in square to his Sun 
at Mercury which might indicate military 
measures in the nation. 

We have said nothing definite as yet as 
regards the chart of our President, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt. Uranus will be over his 
Saturn, this year, and squaring his Venus 
which may indicate the break-up of old 
conditions. His progressed Sun is square 
of his radical Moon but in good aspect to 
his radical Venus. His progressed Venus 
is in gocd aspect to his radical Sun. Jupi- 
ter in Saggittarius will benefit him and I 
believe that he will be reelected. There 
will be much talk against him and much 
propaganda due to Neptune over Uranus 
in his rising sign. Undoubtedly there will 
be talk of nominating Al Smith for presi- 
dent, partly due to the trine of Uranus to 
his radical Sun. However, I do not believe 
that he stands any chance of being elected. 
Neither do I think that ex-President 
Hoover can be elected due to adverse as- 
pects of Uranus. To my mind, the plan- 
etary positions overwhelmingly favor the 
reelection of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 

Of course my readers are all anxious to 
know something about the war in Ethiopia. 
I believe that this trouble is not over. I 
mean by this that it will extend itself. I 
do not believe, however, that it will become 
another general European conflagration. A 
number of dates have been given for the 
birthday of Emperor Haile Selassie. I 
think the most reliable is that given in 
“L’Astrosophie,” the magazine published 


in French by Dr. Rolt-Wheeler. This mag- 
azine is now published in Nice but was 
originally put forth in Carthage. Dr. 
Rolt-Wheeler is very careful and I believe 
that he has had the opportunity of getting 
the correct data. He gives the seventeenth 
of July, 1891, Addis Ababa, 11:30 a.m. 
Libra 17—41 rises. Uranus rises in Libra. 
If this horoscope is correct the progressed 
Sun is square of the radical Neptune. 
This brave leader is suffering under a 
severe handicap. 

The chart of Mussolini is too well-known 
to require much comment. He was born the 
twenty-ninth of July, 1883. Commenting 
on his horoscope in “Modern Astrology” 
of September-October, 1935, Maurice Wem- 
yss says, “In his horoscope the progressed 
third cusp Campanus is close to the mili- 
tary Aries 8—9. During June, the transit- 
ing Mars in Libra was in trine to his rad- 
ical Mars and on the 7th day of July was 
in trine to his oratorical degrees. How- 
ever slowly but surely the day of his glory 
is passing. Within six years the Mid 
Heaven will be squared by the Sun and 
Mercury and afflicted by Uranus and it 
may be that the man who so suddenly came 
to power in Italy will suddenly fall.” 

To sum up the year, we find various 
Furopean complications in which the United 
States does not become involved :n a mili- 
tary way. However, we find that her 
trade and commerce will be seriously up- 
set as well as her monetary standards. She 
will be busy with her political campaign, 
her currency problems, and her relief ques- 
tions. Nevertheless, things will be much 
better than they were in 1935 unless hys- 
terical propaganda and unreasoning poli- 
tical policies are pushed to the extreme. 
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Synthesis of Diagnostic 
Elements 


1. to the fact that there is so much 
bunk in circulation regarding the relation 
of Astrological Factors to Diseases of the 
Human system—I feel impelled to quite 
frankly copy the following from the Broth- 
erhood of Light Courses on the subject—in 
order that those who are not aware that 
real Scientific Progress has been made in 
this field may ascertain something of actu- 
ality as opposed to the many phantasies 
afloat and in mistaken use.

We shall here 
state—the Planet—corresponding thought 
families—Glands affected—and principal 
elements required in the diet during afflic- 
tion. Also parts of body affected by sign. 

THE SUN—Power Urges. Rules the Vi- 
tality, and influences the SPLEEN where 
the Vital Electric energy is stored, and the 
HEART which pumps the blood to the vari- 
ous parts of the body. It also has a decided 
influence upon the action of the front PITU- 
ITARY Gland and the THYROID Gland. 
When afflicted—Iodine, Manganese and Vi- 
tamin B—are essentials in restoring the 
chemical balance of the system. 

The MOON—Domestic Urges. Rules the 
Constitutional Magnetism, and influences 
the Medulla Oblongata and the base of the 
Brain where the Magnetic Etheric energy is 
stored. Rules the Fluidic and Lymphatic 
Systems of the body, and has a consider- 
able influence over the EYES. It also has 
a decided influence upon the action of the 
Back PITUITARY Gland and the THY- 
MUS Gland. Essentials in the Diet when 
afflicted—water, Salt and Vitamin B. Suf- 
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ficient salt and water to keep a blood stream 
balance is vital. 

MERCURY—Intellectual Urges. Rules 
the Brain and Nervous System and has a 
determining effect upon the vibratory rate 
of the Solar-Lunar etheric energies that 
constitute both the Etheric Body and the 
Nerve Currents. It rules the mouth and 
tongue and also has a decided influence 
upon the action of the PARATHYROID 
GLANDS. Essentials in the Diet when af- 
flicted—CALCIUM and Vitamin D—or sun- 
light equivalent. 

VENUS—Social Urges. Rules the Ve. 
nous blood and Veins, the Skin and the 
Hair. It also has a decided influence upon 
the action of the THYROID Gland and the 
GONAD Glands. Dietetic essentials when 
afflicted. Vitamin E,—Vitamin A,—Iodine 
and Copper. 

MARS—Aggressive Urges. Rules the 
Muscular System and the red Corpuscles 
in the Blood. It also has a decided influence 
upon the GONAD Glands and upon the se- 
cretion by the ADRENAL Glands—both 
Medulla and Cortex of Adrenalin and In- 
tercortin. 

As these are the chemicals with which the 
body fights toxic conditions and invasion by 
bacteria, an afflicted Mars predisposes to 
Fevers, Blood Poison, Abscesses and various 
types of infection. The infection occurs be 
cause the body does not have at hand the 
chemicals with which it would otherwise 
oust the invaders. Wounds, Cuts, Tears, 
Surgical Operations, and hot dry feverish 
conditions are typical of Mars’ afflictions. 
It tends to violence and acute and painful 
conditions. Dietetic essentials when afflicted 
—Vitamins A, B, and C,—abundant Iron 
Diet low in Proteins—but care used to in- 
sure a variety of the protein foods. 

JUPITER—Religious Urges. Rules the 
Arterial System of the body, the Liver and 
the Fats and Glycogen stored as fuel. It 
also has a decided influence upon the manu- 
facture and secretion of Insulin by the 
PANCREAS GLAND. Essentials in the 
Diet when afflicted—Sugar, Fat and Sul 
phur. Balanced Sugar Fat Diet. 

SATURN — Safety Urges. Rules the 
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Bone and Ligaments, the Teeth and the 
Mineral Salts of the body. It also has a 
decided influence upon the action of the 
ADRENAL Gland in its manufacture and 
secretion of Adrenalin, and a decided influ- 
ence over the SPLEEN. As the Spleen is 
the Storage Battery of the Vital Etheric 
Energy, an affliction to Saturn tends to a 
condition of the Spleen in which it is unable 
to get hold of and store reserve energy. 
Saturn also tends to produce poverty in 
other essential things, such as lack of 
proper elements in the food, lack of as- 
similative ability, and through inadequate 
Adrenalin, lack of ability to draw on the 
emergency food supply. Saturn is Negative 
and subtle in his influence. It tends to 
the accumulation of toxins in the blood and 
to the various wasting and chronic diseases, 
which persist because of lack of vigor and 
energy to remove their cause. Atrophy,— 
Tuberculosis, Arthritis and Cancer are 
types of afflictions which are charac- 
teristic of Saturn. Dietetic essentials when 
aflicted—Minerals and Vitamins. Extreme 
care used to get all essential foods. Saturn 
repels from some essential. 
URANUS—Individualistic Urges. Ura- 
tus as the Octave of Mercury has consider- 
able influence over the sensitiveness of the 
Nervous system and the nerve currents 
which flow over it. It also has a pronounced 
influence over the PARATHYROID Glands. 
Dietetic essentials when afflicted—Calcium 
and Vitamin D—or Sunlight equivalent. 
NEPTUNE — Utopian Urges. Neptune 
has very much the same influence over the 
action of the PARATHYROID Glands that 
Mercury and Uranus do in giving sensi- 
tivity to the Nervous System. But its most 
pronounced influence upon disease is 
through the negative condition it induces 
and its inhibiting influence upon the secre- 
tion of the ADRENAL CORTEX. The ex- 
cessive negative conditions induced by 
afflictions to this Planet tend to the accumu- 
lation of toxins. Acting in another manner, 
it is as much of a poisoner as is Saturn, 
and because it reduces the action of the 
typical Mars fighting Gland, so that the 
poisons cannot be eliminated from the body, 
it favors the formation of pockets of pus, 
and of moist and wasting diseases. It tends 
to perversions, to the use of Narcotics 
and Opiates, and as closely associated with 
the Astral Plane, is responsible for certain 
maladies caused by Astral Entities, which 
When severe enough—become Obsessions. 
Dietetic Essentials when afflicted are a 


Lower protein diet, Energy producing foods 
and abundant Calcium. 

PLUTO — Universal Welfare Urges. 
Pluto is an Octave expression of the Moon 
in the same manner that Uranus is an Oc- 
tave expression of Mercury and Neptune of 
Venus. It is Also the Co-ruler of Scorpio. 
In its general effect upon the Diseases, 
Pluto produces a negative condition which 
makes it difficult for the system to suffi- 
ciently eliminate the toxic Poisons. It also 
produces a sensitiveness to the vibratory 
rates from the Astral Plane, and through 
its affinity to the eighth house rulership of 
Scorpio, enables those on the inner planes 
of life to impress their thoughts in a rec- 
ognizable manner upon the _ individual. 
These may be beneficial or otherwise. There 
are internal chemical secretions or hormones 
of the intestines, which Pluto has a decided 
influence over. Dietetic essentials when af- 
flicted—Proteins (quantity and variety), 
Iron, Vitamin F, Copper and abundant 
Calcium. 

And in order to ascertain where in the 
physical body a disease is likely to manifest 
—the Sign Rulership of the various parts 
of the body is essential. 

ARIES—rules the Head and Face, the 
Upper Jaw and the Cerebrum or upper 
hemisphere of the Brain. 

TAURUS—trules the Neck, the Ears, Pal- 
ate, Tonsils, Cerebellum or lower hemisphere 
of the Brain, the Occipital regicn, Larynx, 
Pharynx, and the Vocal Cords. 

GEMINI—rules the Shoulders, 
Hands, Bronchii and the Lungs. 

CANCER—rules the lower part of the 
Lungs, the Breasts, the Diaphragm and the 
Stomach. 

LEO—rules the Spine, Back and the 
Heart. 

VIRGO—rules the Abdominal and Um- 
bilical region, the Duodenum and the In- 
testines. 

LIBRA—rules the Lumbar region, the 
Kidneys, the Ovaries, the Seed and the Gen- 
erative Organs in general. 

SCORPIO—rules the Sinus or Pelvis of 
the Kidneys, the Ureters and Bladder, the 
Sigmoid Flexure, Rectum, Prostate Gland, 
Uterus and external Generative Organs in 
general. The Nose also seems to respond 
somewhat to the activities of Scorpio. 

SAGITTARIUS—rules the Hips, Thighs 
and the Sciatic Nerves. 

CAPRICORN—rules the Knees. 

AQUARIUS —rules the legs below the 
knees and the Ankles.

PISCES—rules the Feet and Toes. 

Then in the Diagnosis of Specific Dis- 
eases there are other factors to consider. 

The PROMINENCE of a planet is deter- 
mined by noting whether it is in an Angle 
or whether it aspects SUN, MOON or MER- 
CURY. These planets having so much to 
do with the Etheric Energies associated 
with the body are of Paramount Import— 
in Stellar Diagnosis. Another factor is that 
for a Disease to Manifest—there MUST be 
a MAJOR PROGRESSED ASPECT—with- 
in One Degree of Perfect—to the Ruler of 
the Sixth house, another within One Degree 
of Perfect to the Ruler of the First House 
—and another to the planet that happens 
to be the Constant—or one of them for that 
specific disease. Any affliction at all in the 
Chart—by Major Direction—when within 
One Degree of perfect signifies that there 
is a Glandular imbalance—and that the in- 
dividual needs a corrective Diet at that 
time. If this point alone is noted it will 
prove a tremendous preventative factor in 
disease—for obviously if we keep the system 
supplied with all essentials—we will keep 
balance—and therefore healthh MINOR 
Directions do not indicate Disease. They 
when afflicting a Natal or Major progressed 
Planet—indicate however that there is a 
period of from a week to a month when we 
will need certain essentials in the diet as in- 
dicated by the affliction in order to keep 
feeling fit and able to function at our best, 
Mentally and Physically. 

TRANSITS—Do NOT indicate disease 
—but they do indicate—under the opposi- 
tions and squares of the slow planets—that 
there is a period of from two days to a 
week when we need to eat the essentials in- 
dicated by the affliction in order to keep in 
top form.

a. focal points of the years activities 
in your life are in the Internal, Non-Public 
houses of your solar nativity—the 12th 
(Jupiter); the third (Saturn); the fifth 
(Uranus); and the ninth (Neptune). Thus 
while your usually shrewd mind will be 
subjected to first confusing, and eventually 
deepening influences; and while your usu- 
ally rational emotions will be subjected to 
more romantic and impetuous influences; 
you may wonder where progress, in the 
material world, has gone to. Well, as a 
matter of fact, it is not by any means at a 
standstill; you are being groomed, re- 
hearsed, and developed for a new start, 
under a new mental outlook—under a new, 
and perhaps disturbing, set of emotional 
conditions. Vague, glamorous, romantic, ad- 
venturous ideas will give way, as the year 
develops, to a concretion of purpose along

only for yourself and for individuals, but 
for Mankind and Human Society as a whole. 
It is a year in which the Ideal replaces 
the purely Material, in your thinking... 
and in which, conversely, your material, 
economic, and business well-being is de- 
cidedly helped by the broad and tolerant 
view of things which now, through the 
combined actions of Neptune, Uranus, and 
Saturn, is being induced into your thinking 
and feeling processes. 

Fundamental in this development is the 
action of Saturn, in Pisces, in the third 
house of your Solar Horoscope. Funda- 
mental first because Saturn is: the Great 
Organizer of the Zodiac—second because he 
has peculiar importance to you as a child 
of his powerful sign Capricorn. In your 
third house, he deepens, this year, your 
intellectual perceptions, adding to them, be- 
cause of his position in Pisces, a note of 
intuitive understanding which can be both 
helpful and dangerous. Primarily, you 
should seek to disregard intuitions, because 
the opposition of Neptune to Saturn across 
your mental houses makes it more likely 
than not that intuitions, hunches, visions, 
and imaginings will lead you far astray 
from the wisdom which Saturn is well able 
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to teach you in his own right, as The 
Thinker, without any help from the meta- 
physics of Neptune. In fact, the metaphys- 
ics of Neptune, appealing as they will now 
be to you, are inclining to wipe out, rather 
than to help, the thinking of Saturn; and 
you should guard yourself carefully against 
all spiritualistic, mediumistic, visionary, in- 
spirational tendencies; go out of your way 
to avoid them in your associations, and ex- 
amine your own mental processes carefully 
to make sure that they are based in Pure 
Reason, unimpaired by hunches and the 
like. Under this practise, you will find that 
your thinking achieves remarkable results— 
that the conclusions you arrive at sanely, 
conservatively, and by the slow but sure 
processes of analysis and logic, will bear 
fruit in the material world, as well as in- 
duce peace of mind, and coordination of 
purpose, in yourself and your private life. 
Conversely, you will find that those things 
which seem, to your intuitive side, so allur- 
ing, so certain, will if you follow them ac- 
cording to the dictates of intuitions and 
imagination, lead to muddled thinking, dis- 
content, uncertainty, worry, and possibly 
physical illness developing out of nerve- 
strain and emotional fatigue. It is clearly 
indicated that the path of progress is the 
path of reason—and that in proportion as 
you follow this path, you build for public 
recognition in the future, at the same time 
that you may feel restricted and confined 
now. 


Jupiter in Sagittarius 


That this feeling of restriction and con- 
finement will lead to good results later is 
indicated by the position of Jupiter in Sa- 
gittarius, in the 12th house of your Solar 
Nativity. This position, while somewhat im- 
portant in itself in ways that will be dis- 
cussed in the latter part of this section, is 
chiefly of importance because it is the fore- 
runner of the entry of Jupiter into your 
own Capricorn, which occurs at the begin- 
ning of December 1936. This will mark, 
when it comes, a time of expanding oppor- 
tunities, for which the present transit of 
Jupiter in Sagittarius, in your 12th house, 
is the personal preparation. Sagittarius, 
corresponds to the ninth house of the 
Zodiac, being the ninth sign from Aries; 
and thus, with Neptune in the ninth house 
of your Solar Nativity (Virgo, the ninth 
sign from your Capricorn), emphasizes the 
ninth house influence that is working on you 


this year. The ninth is the house of philoso. 
phy, and of Wisdom, as opposed to knowl- 
edge; thus while Saturn in the third js 
building your knowledge through your 
strict application to reason, Jupiter and 
Neptune are combining to enable you to 
apply this knowledge wisely, and broadly, 
to your own problems. The 12th house of 
your solar nativity, in which Jupiter now 
moves, is the House of Self-knowledge— 
thus all the forces this year combine.to in- 
crease and expand your knowledge of 
yourself, and of your world, to your great 
eventual progress in both personal and ma- 
terial well-being. 

Another phase of Jupiter’s influence on 
you this year will be to bring you private 
support, help, and material assistance, if 
that should become necessary; and to en- 
able you, through strong and _ influential 
people, to increase your prestige and self- 
confidence, even though you may not get 
for it the publie recognition you think you 
deserve. This is a year for Humility and 
Gratitude, for the security you have, rather 
than for rebellion because of the fame, 
wealth, power, or what not, which you do 
not have. It is a time to think constructively 
about What-is, rather than remorsefully, or 
rebelliously, about What-is-not. It is a 
time for reasonable, intellectual acceptance 
of the circumstances of your life as you find 
them—of philosophic calm, poise, detach- 
ment—of forgetfulness of self, in one sense; 
at the same time that you seek self-knowl- 
edge, self-understanding, and _ self-disci- 
pline. It is a time to be aware without 
being introverted; to be content without be- 
coming smug or inert; to keep your ambi- 
tions alive at the same time that you find 
the happiness that is in the things you are 
doing, and the life you are leading. It is 
a time, in short, to call into play all those 
fine qualities of philosophy, foresight, and 
insight, which go to make the Capricom 
nature the posed and balanced driving force 
which in its best manifestation it may be 
come—and above all a time to fight down, 
with reason and calm, a tendency to fall 
into that peevish discontentment which 18 
the Capricorn nature in its worst and most 
destructive manifestation. 


Jupiter Saturn Neptune 


The constructive means of living on the 
present vibrations of these planets has 
been discussed above, with some of the de 
structive tendencies as well. Perhaps the 
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most dangerous of all the tendencies of 
these three planets working on the mutaole 
cross is their tendency to make you over- 
expansive and optimistic in your viewpoint 
—to induce delusions of grandeur, either 
with respect to your abilities, or your ma- 
terial status. Inflationary economic no- 
tions are abroad in the world, and will ap- 
peal to you mightily if you are not on 
your guard against them. Risks and gam- 
bles, both with your personal life, and with 
your material security and well-being, will 
be very alluring; you will be tempted in 
economic matters to take chances you have 
no right to take, to follow up leads that are 
false and worthless . . . to believe too utter- 
ly in your star, and in its infallability. For 
all these things, the antidote is the classic 
antidote of Saturn: care, caution, slowness, 
and reason. Excess speed is dangerous,— 
you may rest assured that whatever looks 
like the short cut will really be the long 
and hard road; and that what looks like an 
arduous and laborious method will, under 
care, caution, and attention to duty, smooth 
out magically, and prove a pleasant and 
easy path. There is no quick road to wealth 
here, but there is a quick road to economic 
worry, if you try to cut the Gordian Knot 
of circumstance, and take the alluring and 
dangerous short cuts that are presented so 
abundantly. ... Play Safe, is the motto for 
financial matters. In thought processes, 
the same thing holds true: do not seek 
change, novelty, unusual studies, meta- 
physics, spiritualism, or the like: stick to 
the conservative, the tried and true, the 
reasonable, the scientific, in all things. For 
the danger here, arising as it does from 
Neptune, is the danger of the bizarre, the 
unconventional, and the daring; while the 
benefits, arising from Saturn, are the bene- 
fits that come from old thought, old prac- 
tices, conventionalism, and caution. 


Uranus in Taurus 


As if to summarize all the above, the 
transit of Uranus in Taurus embodies in 
itself most of the opportunities, the happi- 
hess, and the dangérs of the three other 
Planets, as he casts his influence from the 
fifth house of your Solar Nativity. This is 
the house of the emotions, of your inner- 
Most desires and ambitions, of pleasure, 
gambling and speculations. Uranus is the 
eccentric among planets, the temperamental 
inhabitant of the Zodiac; thus as he enters 
your fifth house, you are impelled to ro- 


mantic ideas, to eccentric emotions, to tem- 
perament; and it requires a strong will to 
develop this vibration on its constructive 
side. The constructive side of Uranus is 
self-less, idealistic, humanitarian, high- 
principled—just as the lower side is self- 
indulgent, selfish, erratic, unconventional, 
and too highly personal in reactions. Thus 
in combination with the influences of 
Saturn, Neptune, and Jupiter, already dealt 
with, Uranus will stimulate you to a com- 
plete inner understanding of these things, 
and of yourself—for Uranus is the Great 
Awakener, bringing home to you in pe- 
culiarly individual form the reasonableness 
of Saturn, and elevating his conclusions to 
a general law. Saturn is the Specifier, the 
dutiful, the routine; Uranus is the Gen- 
eralizer, the theorist, the idealist, the great 
thinker, with a touch of magic added to the 
personality through the magnetic fifth 
house. Here he will enable you to grapple 
the lessons of Saturn to your heart and 
soul,—to feel truth, as well as to reason 
on it—to Understand with the “understand- 
ing heart’ for which the psalmist prayed, 
at the same time that you are, under 
Saturn, being reasonable and logical. 
Uranus is the plant which extracts the 
truth from truth, and injects it into your 
blood and bone, where it is more real to 
you than any mere intellectual concept 
could be. But—and it is a big but!—the 
truth of Uranus, especially in his fifth 
house manifestation, is the truth of reason, 
never the truth of intuition. In its force, 
and in your assurance, it may appear to re- 
sult from intuition . .. but if it does, it is 
dangerous; the benefit of Uranus is always 
definitely traceable to reason and logic. 
(In this way it differs from the truth of 
Neptune, which is never traceable to any- 
thing but inspiration.) Since Neptune is 
“malefic’ this year, for you and your 
thought processes, you must use Uranus 
as the Understander of the things developed 
by Saturn—you must, in all matters, how- 
ever romantic, or personal, they may seem 
—however much they may impel you to im- 
pulses—reason them out, and, as the palm- 
ists say “Let the head rule the heart.” ... 
Heart interests will be glamorous—some 
exciting and beautiful love affairs, strange- 
ly compounded of the real and the ideal, 
the heavenly and the earthly, may come 
your way, to open your eyes to a new and 
more wonderful type of human relationship 
than you have dreamed of, to destroy the 
selfish mortal in you, and permit the God- 
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in-Man to shine forth. But this ideal de- 
velopment of Uranus’s vibration can be 
achieved only by the most rigid kind of self- 
control on your part. Yielding to temper, 
temperament, anger, impulse will let in the 
less desirable, purely erratic and unreliable, 
Uranian ray. This is also dangerous in 
economic matters, for Uranus in fifth is the 
Great Gambler, in money-matters, seeking 
large killings. But as has been indicated 
above, the planets this year will not sup- 
port such ventures; and so you must fight 
down all the erratic and speculative ten- 
dencies of Uranus, whether they manifest 
in your thinking, your feeling, or your atti- 
tude toward business. Follow the conserva- 
tive course as indicated by Saturn, and ap- 
plying your findings under Saturn to the 
Uranian ray, learn to understand yourself, 
your love, your business, and your world, 
from the calm, detached, impersonal view- 
points which are the results of the con- 
structive use of these two most powerful 
planets, 


Mars 


While Neptune, Saturn, Uranus, and 
Jupiter fix the mould and pattern of your 
life because of their positions in your solar 
nativity, and because of their relations to 
each other and the houses of your horo- 
scope, they are activated and brought into 
prominence from time to time under the 
influence of the swift-moving Mars. It is 
Mars which emphasizes, and times, the de- 
velopment of benefits and dangers, the 
tempo of events, and the swift changes in 
movement and feeling that makes like an 
ever-shifting panorama. Since the entire 
earth, whatever its individual rulership 
may be, is primarily under the influence of 
Mars, his transit through the houses of 
your horoscope may be relied on to click 
off the cycles and periods of your life, both 
in worldly affairs, and in your personal 
dealings, and in your method of thinking 
and feeling. The following delineations of 
Mars’ passage through the signs of the 
zodiac in the next year will tell you what 
to expect, at what times, and in what man- 
ner it may be coped with to your best ad- 
vantage. 


AQUARIUS—2ND HOUSE— 
JANUARY 1-14 


Mars here winds up an impetuous finan- 
cial period, and leads into a period of men- 
tal tension; thus in these two weeks the
